O'Hare can boost passenger capacity up 
to 230 per cent by Increasing terminal 
and parking space and by using larger 
airplanes. 


Terminal improvements are largest 


airport expenses listed In the once a year 
report. 


About $140 million Is predicted as cost 


of constructing a new International ter- 
minal between 1974 and 1976. The air- 
port's Master Plan calls construction of 
the new terminal on Air Reserve and Air 


National Guard property and use of the 
current International building for domes- 
tic nights. 


John Cclmcr, assistant city aviation 


planner, said the International proposal 
"Is still in a state of flux because of the 
military relocation."

Po- 
lice said she had slashed neck, wrists 
and upper arm wounds. 


Pronounced dead shortly after police 


were summoned to the scene by the fa- 
ther was Debbie Edfors, 9. Her sister 
Pamela, 8, was described as In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed to Evanslon Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of tho Edfors family, 


Tlmmy, 6, was playing with neighbor 
children across the street from his home 
at 3600 S. Jay Lane, Rolling Meadows, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence In his home. 


POLICE SAID late lost night they 


were "routinely searching" for a 1968 
Dulck Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the home earlier 
In tho day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and a razor blade in a 
hand-holder near where the mother lay. 


Police summoned an assistant Cook 


County state's attorney shortly after they 
were notified of tho violence at the Ed- 
fors home and they were awaiting an op- 
portunity to question Mrs. Edfors late 
last night. 


Mrs. Edfors was treated "sometime In 


tho recent post" at Lutheran General 
Hospital In Park Ridge for a nervous 
breakdown, according to police. 


Police said the father, Thomas Edfors, 


arrived homo about 6:39 p.m. yesterday 
from his Job as a teller at the Suburban 
National Bank In Elk Grove Village. 


He found his wife sprawled In the hall- 


way. His daughter, Debbie, was lying on 
the black-tile floor of the master bed- 
room, and his other daughter, Pamela, 
was lying on the carpeted floor of on ad- 
joining bedroom.

Friday that Imperial Inventors Inter- 
national Inc. of DCS Plalnes has been op- 
erating Illegally In that state for more 
than a year. 


The complaint alleges that the com- 


pany, which was the subject of a series 
of Herald articles last month, failed to 
obtain a business license from the In- 
diana secretary of state. Tho complaint, 
according to a spokesman for the attor- 
ney general's office, said tho company 
will be prevented from doing business in 
the state until the license Is Issued. 


According to an interpretation of In- 


diana statutes, tho state may have lost 
several thousand dollars In revenue if the 
company failed to pay licensing and 
franchising fees. 


IMPERIAL, which operates a regional 


office In Hammond, offers marketing 
and engineering services to Inventors 
throughout the United States. 


Th« Herald scries, which revealed * 


number of apparent Irregularities with 
Imperial, sparked several Investigations 
by Illinois, Indiana, and federal

George Heaton of the Indiana attorney 


general's office, said tho complaint came 
as a result of a preliminary investigation 
of the company's activities In tho state. 
He said a number of complaints from 
Imperial clients, including several who 
were Interviewed by the Herald, were 
made against the company. 


Heaton said all corporations that arc 


not based In Indiana are required to file 
for a foreign corporation business li- 
cense. Ho said several different fees are 
charged to all corporations In the state. 


Heaton said he could not estimate how 


much Imperial may owe tho state until 
the company files a response to the com- 
plaint. The licensing and franchising fees 
are based on the sales of the company, 
ho said.

Furnace focus 
of store fire

State fire officials yesterday focused 


their investigation on what was. left of 
the furnace In the Ben Franklin store in 
Palatine that was destroyed last Friday 
by fire. 


A spokesman for the fire prevention di- 


vision of the Illinois Department ot Law 
Enforcement said the furnace is re- 
garded at this time as "the possible 
cause" of the blaze which killed three 
volunteer firemen and did an estimated 
$200,000 damage. 


He stressed, however, that the fire Is 


still under investigation by two deputies, 
and the cause has not been officially de- 
termined. Arson is being considered rou- 
tinely, but "definitely no signs of arson 
exist" at this time, the official stated. 


Killed In the fire Friday were volun- 


teer firemen John T. Wilson, 40, of 250 E. 
Colfax St., the owner of the store; War- 
ren H. Ahlgrim, 32, of 357 W. Michigan 
Ave.; and Richard H. Freeman, 25, of 22 
S. Glenwood Ave. 


Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms said 


Wilson indicated the fire was contained 
"in the furnace" when he emerged from 
the building. 


The bodies of Wilson and the other two 


volunteer firemen were later found in the 
basement of the store, 36 N. Brockway 
St.

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'Vote machine chief got tax break in naming Barrett'

Irving H. Meyers, the government's 


key witness In tho bribery case against 
Cook County Clerk Edward J. Barrett, 
has freed himself of a $180,000 tax debt 
merely by saving he gave tho money to 
Barrett, government attorneys revealed 
In the first day of Barrett's trial yester- 
day. 


Meyers may, In fact, have removed a 


total of $800,000 In tax debts from his 
shoulders merely by accusing seven pub- 
lic officials throughout the country ot ac- 
cepting the money In bribes, Barrett's at- 
torney Thomas Foran revealed in court 


The details of Meyers' unusual ar- 


rangement with the government was re- 
vealed In arguments on a motion yester- 
day before the jury entered the federal 
courtroom In Chicago. Foran explained 
that under the plea agreement Meyers 
matte with the government, Meyers Is re- 
lieved of tax liability for any money he 
said he gave to public officials, If tho 
government accepts his word that ho 
gave It. 


SHELDON DAVIDSON, head of the 


Justice Department's strike force and 
the chief prosecution attorney in the 
case, revealed later the Internal Reve- 
nue Service had agreed early yesterday 
morning to charge the $180,000 to Barrett 
and $129,000 to a Philadelphia official, 
' thus freeing Meyers' liability for both. 


Davidson Implied that even If Barrett 


Is found Innocent of tho charges, the IRS 
will prosecute him for taxes on the bribe 
In a separate case. 


After hearing arguments from the two 


attorneys, Federal District Court Judge 
Richard Austin agreed Foran should not 
reveal to the jury the Philadelphia offi- 
cial had been found Innocent In his trial. 
But Austin said he would listen to n re- 
newal of the defense attorney's plea to 
use that Information, once Foran had 
laid a foundation in his cross-exam- 
ination of Meyers. 


In opening statements yesterday, Da- 


vidson recounted a lengthy list of meet- 
Ings at O'Hare Airport during which 
Meyers gave cash bribes to Barrett total-

ling the $180,000 named as the bribery 
amount in the Indictment 


DAVIDSON TOLD the jury that Bar- 


rett chose the Shoup Voting Machine Co. 
machines for use In suburban polling 
places because of $200 bribes he received 
for each machine the county bought from 
Shoup. 


Davidson said Meyers raised the mon- 


ey to bribe Barrett through a scheme of 
paying fees to attorneys who had actual- 
ly done no work for bis company. The 
attorneys would cash the checks from 
Shoup, pay taxes on the full amount and 
then return half of the cash to Meyers, 
Davidson said. 


Ho also said Barrett made a $1,224 


commission for allowing A. J. Gallagher 
and Co. of Chicago to act as agents for 
Insurance on the voting machines. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Foran 


told tho jury the case boiled down to two 
questions: "were there any bribes placed 
and did Mr. Barrett defraud, and Intend 
to defraud, the people of Cook County." 


Foran sold the county had adopted the 


Shoup Voting Machine Co. as the com- 
pany It bought all Its voting machines 
from 18 years before Barrett came Into 
office. He also said the number of ma- 
chines Barrett recommended the County 
Board purchase was set by state statute. 


Foran said Meyers would give totally

false testimony In the case because his 
deal with the government had reduced 
his time in prison from 55 years to four 
months, eliminated a $65,000 fine and 
allowed him to deduct from his back 
taxes money ho said he gave to public 
officials.

"MEYERS DIDN'T give Mr. Barrett 


any bribes, he spent that $800,000 himself 
to live like a king and to support a gross 
gambling habit," Foran said. Foran also 
told the jury Barrett Is on insurance bro- 
ker and the Insurance charges were add- 
ed to the government's case "merely to 
try to beef up Meyer's testimony."

A fictional childhood character created 


in 1899 and known for generations as 
"Little Black Sambo" Is being threat- 
ened with expulsion from the shelves of 
School DUt. 21 libraries because It repre- 
sents "subtle racism." 


Officiate of Olst. 21. which serves the 


communities of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and portions of Arlington Heights and 
Prospect Heights, formed a committee of 
10 members and voted to keep the book 
on the shelves. 


A special committee voted 8 to 12 last 


week lo recommend that the school 
board deny the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Willie T. Jefferson. 1218 Selwyn Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, to remove "Little Black Sam- 
bo" from local schools. The committee 
was made up of representatives of the 
school board, faculty, parents and librar- 
ians. 


DIST. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill has taken 


the book out of the district's libraries un- 
til the school board makes the final deci- 
sion on the matter at their March 8 
meeting. 


In the post few years, "Little Black 


Sambo" has been banned In Montgomery 
County. Ala., schools and groups have 
formed In other parts of the United 
States, Canada and England In an effort 
lo get the book off library shelves, said 
officials. 


In a letter to Paul McKown, principal 


of Booth Tarklngton School In Wheeling. 
Jefferson said he was very disturbed 
when his young daughter brought a copy 
of Helen Banncrman's story home from 
school. 


"The learning that this book, and Its 


advocates, suggest to me Is a one-sided, 
subtle, stereotyping of one ethnic group 
as opposed to another." Jefferson said In 
his letter. "The thought that this book Is 
housed, recommended, extracted to be 
read by small unsuspecting minds at the 
second grade level Is to say the least, 
appalling." 


JEFFERSON SAID Sambo and his 


parents In the story, written In 1899, are 
portrayed as "Impersonal, Inhuman, 
slow and stupid." He categorized the 
book as "subtle, Institutionalized rac- 
ism." 


"This kind of degrading, putting-down 


ami Insulting Inference lo the black race, 
my children and myself is demean- 
Ina." Jefferson said. 


Olst. 21 Supt Kenneth Gill voted to ban 


the book along with McKown. Committee 
member Gus Mai, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


be demanding." GUI snld, "but if blacks 
think It is. that's enough for me." 


GUI added the committee's decision 


was not an easy one. 


"The committee agonized over this 


question as all society Is agonizing over 
racial Issues," he commented. 


He said that although it is common for 


various groups to request that books bo 
removed from the schools for one reason 
or another, Jefferson's objection to 
"Little Black Sambo" Is the first time a 
complaint has been registered on racial 
grounds. 


SCHOOL BOARD Pres. Lillian Stiller 


expressed the feelings of the majority of

"The char- 
acters sounded like a happy, loving fami- 
ly lo me. There just Isn't anything wrong 
with It." 


In a written oplnoln, DUt 21 Head Li- 


brarian 
Betty Ekstrom commented, 


"Neither Little Black Sambo nor his par- 
ents are depleted as lazy Inhumans. As 
far as the use of Inhuman names goes, 
there arc many other Imaginary stories 
for young children In which human char- 
acters arc given 'Impersonal names.' 
Many Imaginary stories for young chil- 
dren use highly Impossible situations and 
exaggerations for the purpose of stimu- 
lating and delighting their Imagina- 
tions." 


Another committee member, Dorothy 


Pcrnlc agreed that Little Black Sambo 
should be left on the shelves of Disk 2L 
libraries, but she added that more books 
portraying modern black experiences 
should be added.

Revenue-sharing funds 
'saver9 for townships 


Revenue sharing is a "shot in the 


arm" for township governments in fend- 
ing off charges that the towns&p system 
is unable to cope with local problems ef- 
ficiently, Wheeling Township Supervisor 
Ethel Kolerus said last week. 


Substituting for Cook County commis- 


sioner Floyd FuIIe, Mrs. Kolerus told 
members of the Regular Republican or- 
ganization in Palatine that federal reve- 
nue sharing Is "a very strengthening fea- 
ture for township government." 


She admonished those governments to 


use the funds wisely, In preparation for 
the congressional review scheduled five 
years from now. That review will deter- 
mine the future of federal revenue funds 
to local governments. 


During the past summer, Palatine 


t o w n s h i p officials were financially 
unable to solve severe flooding problems 
occurring In the northwestern edge of the 
township. 


NEARLY $50,000 has come to Palatine 


township for its share of the federal 
funds In 1972. More money will arrive 
quarterly during 1973. Although no defi- 
nite use for the windfall has been set by 
the boad of auditors, the funds will have 
to be budgeted before April for use in the 
coming year. 


Abolishing township government is a 


particularly sore point among the Pala- 
tine Republicans. Palatine Township 
recently fended off a move brought by 
the local League of Women Voters to 
hold a referendum on-the question of 
eliminating that level of government. A 
Circuit Court decision stalling such a 
vote Is being appealed now, but the first 
hearing in the Appellate Court isn't 
scheduled until sometime this spring. 


Wheeling Township was not faced with 


a similar abolition movement this fall, 
when Palatine joined with three other 
area townships against LWV drives to 
get a referendum. 


Refuting LWV arguments that town- 


ship highway assessments were unfair 


for villagers, who also pay village road 
taxes, Mrs. Kolerus reasoned, "They 
(villagers) do have to get in and out of 
their towns. And what the villages don't 
generally tell you is that you're getting 
almost half of that (township road) reve- 
nue back." 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE can be han- 


dled better by the township, too, Mrs. 
Kolerus said. The township levies about 
one cent per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation to pay for general assistance, a 
short-term emergency fund for needy 
township residents. 


If Cook County took over In the event 


the township government was dissolved, 
the county would have to levy at least 10 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to qual- 
ify for state funding as it currently docs 
for general assistance, Mrs. Kolerus told 
the group. 


"We can do It much more economic- 


ally, and we con do it immediately. Big 
government is not the cheapest way to 
do anything by any means," Mrs. Ko- 
lerus contended. 


Not only should townships keep their 


current powers, but they should also 
work to gain control of other pouers now 
In the hands of the county, specifically 
awarding of liquor licenses and zoning In 
unincorporated areas. 


On granting liquor licenses, Mrs. Ko- 


lerus said, "Certainly we know better 
whether an establishment like that 
should go In down the street where our 
neighbors and children go by everyday," 
than the county officials. 


Zoning In unincorporated Palatine 


Township is in the jurisdiction of the 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
and ultimately the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. The county has been 
criticized for easy approval of so-called 
undesirable housing. 


"I would like to see us get zoning con- 


trol so they don't just put up those 1,000- 
apartment structures," the Wheeling su- 
pervisor said.

Property tax bill mailing to be late 


Like the first sure sign spring Is on the 


way, Cook County has announced proper- 
ty tax bills this year will be late again. 


The delayed mailing of the tax bills is 


expected to cost taxpayers an extra $2 
million in interest on tax anticipation 
warrants and other short-term notes. 


County Board Pres, George Dunne said 


Friday the bills will be mailed approxi- 
mately May 1 — the date the first in- 
stallment payment on property taxes 
normally Is due. If the bills are mailed 
by that time, the first payment date will 
be moved back to June 1. But, Dunne 
said, there may be additional delays if 
any additional problems In the billing 
procedure occur. 


ONE SUCH potential problem area Is 


the application on the state equalization 
factor. Gov. Daniel Walker last week or- 
dered a freeze on those factors. 


Dunne said the delay resulted from a 


vacancy which existed on the two-mem- 
ber Board of (Tax) Appeals after George 
Keane resigned In December. 


The law requires both members of the 


board to hear all appeals on assess- 
ments, Dunne said. Tax bills and rates 
cannot be computed until all assessment 
figures are finalized. 


KEANE'S seat on the board was va- 


cant for more than a month before Cir- 
cuit Court Chief Judge John Boyle ap- 


Za- 
ban is a Loop lawyer and a precinct cap- 
tain for Chicago Aid. Thomas Keane, 
brother of George Keane.

White most everyone else Is crying the 


blues over energy shortages threatening 
to shut down their widget factory or cut 
off gasoline supplies for personal autos, 
and pointing an accusing finger at the 
promoters of this embarrassing situation, 
Walter Shewskl and a host of fellow 
practical dreamers arc quietly working 
out plans for demonstration of our most 
hopeful source of energy. 


It's the liquid metal fast breeder nu- 


clear reactor technology, developed more 
than 20 years ago. 


Called fast breeders, power plants us- 


ing this technology have the ability to 
turn out electricity and to breed (pro- 
duce) more nuclear energy than they 
consume. The fast breeder reactor Is 
"our best hope for meeting the nation's 
(trowing demand for economical clean 
energy," according to President Nixon. 


SIIEU'SKI IS general manager of a 


management team gearing up to build 
the nation's first large-scale demonstra- 
tion plant for this promising technology. 
Playing a key role In tho development of 
power plants Is a life's work for this 
Mount Prospect resident. He's been with 
Commonwealth Edison since IMS. 


Shewskl served as assistant project en- 


gineer for the construction of tho first 
generating unit at Dresden nuclear pow- 
er station, the country's first privately 
financed nuclear power plant He's a pro- 
fessional engineer and has held numer- 
ous management positions with the utili- 
ty.

Breeder reactors 
arc a closed system with no discharge of 
water, for minimum Impact on the envi- 
ronment.

Ever-rising property taxes arc to many 


Illinois residents akin to a gathering of 
wohcs at the door. You know they're out 
there, but you don't know how hard 
they're going to bite. 


Members of the Illinois Fiscal and 


Economic Commission began a close In- 
spection of the wolves' teeth Saturday 
with public hearings at four locations in 
tho state to hear specifics on the plight of 
tho taxpayer, and the governmental bod- 
ies that depend on their taxes. 


Two commission members who heard 


daylong testimony at Harper College, 
Sen. David J. Rcgncr, R-Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rep. Daniel M. Pierce, 
D-Hlghland Park, agreed yesterday tho 
hearings were the beginning of what 
could result in a meaningful attack on 
state tax Inequities. 


"A lot of things were brought to light 


which all legislators knew existed," said 
Rcgncr. "But we haven't all been aware 
of the extent or the specifics of them." 


A MEETING OF the entire commis- 


sion has been scheduled In Springfield 
Thursday to map plans for coordination 
of the massive testimony collected Satur- 
day. 


Rcgncr said the commission would 


probably turn all the testimony over to 
staff members with instructions to return 
procedural recommendations to the com- 
mission in about a month. 


Pierce said the hearings made It evi- 


dent the state must take a bigger role in 
establishing uniform tax assessments 
throughout tho state. Discrepancies In 
tax assessments on comparable proper- 
ties was one of tho most frequently 
voiced complaints at the hearings. 


REGNER AND Pierce also agreed the 


hearings served to make them more 
aware of tax problems outside the metro- 
politan area. All four legislators at the 
Harper hearing were from the Chicago 
area. 


Alexander MacArthur, former Illinois 


Racing Board chairman who raises 
cattle on 500 acres in McIIcnry County, 
and McIIcnry County Treasurer Cal 
Skinner Jr., both told the legislators that 
farmland is often assessed not at its cur- 
rent value, but at the value it might 
bring if sold for commercial devel- 
opment.

Prices lipped lo pay 
bribes: Meyers

The story of how Cook County Clerk 


Edward J. Barrett met Irving H. Meyers 
at O'Harc Airport to collect bribes in a 
voting machine scheme unfolded yester- 
day afternoon before Federal Judge 
Richard Austin. 


Meyers testified yesterday ho raised 


tho price Cook County paid for each of 
the voting machines it bought from the 
Shoup Voting Machine Co. by $100 per 
machine In order to pay the bribes to 
Barrett. He recounted in detail his vari- 
ous meetings with Barrett and said he 
met Barrett four times at O'Hare Airport 
to give him the cash, which was contain- 
ed In blue briefcases. 


Tho bribes worn divided so half was 


paid when Cook County ordered the ma- 
chines and half was paid when the ma- 
chines were paid for, Meyers testified. 
He said he paid $30,000 to Barrett in No- 
vember 1967, $30,000 to Barrett in August 
1968, $43,000 to Barrett in February 1909 
and $30,000 to Barrett in March 1970, all 
in meetings at O'Haro Airport. 


Ho said he even had his brother-in-law 


deliver $15,000 to Barrett in 1968. Meyers 
said he got the money to pay Barrett by 
"paying different persons checks to rep- 
resent certain areas where Shoup did not 
have representation or by paying profes- 
sionals for services not rendered." 


MEYERS SAID the people then re- 


turned 40-50 per cent of the money to 
him. 


Testifying In a courtroom packed with 


spectators, Meyers admitted he had 
pleaded guilty to counts of mail fraud, 
conspiracy, using the molls for bribery 
and filing false Income tax forms. Ho 
said he served four months of a 13 month 
sentence in federal prison. 


Meyers said after he was indicted he 


went to Barrett seeking more orders for 
voting machines to help him finance his 
legal fees. Ho said Barrett got him on 
order for 500 voting machines and Mey- 
ers made $100,000 in commission on the 
sale. There was no bribe connected with 
that sate, Meyers testified. 


Judge Austin ruled yesterday afternoon 


the jury would be sequestered as the de- 
fense bad requested. The trial will re- 
sume this morning with cross-exam- 
ination of Meyers by Barret's attorneys 
Thomas Foran and James Casey.

"We want major 
manufacturers to share their technology. 
We'll work with a nucleus of Industry, 
and when the plant Is in operation, then 
we can train people In the related manu- 
facturing and operations. 


SHARING IS a sure way to manage- 


ment success In Shcwski's book. He's 
a soft-spoken optimist, confident that his 
team of highly specialized technical and 
engineering people will "pull It all to- 
gether on time." He's working out of a 
Chicago office, 179 W. Washington, and 
later will set up offices in Tennessee. 


"The President said that's when It 


should be done, by 1980, and that's what 
we're all working for," says Shewskl. 
Signing necessary agreements with con- 
tractors arc his biggest concern for the 
present. 


"We want to start construction by late 


1974, then complete the plant by 1978. By 
1D79 we can start heating up the fuel for 
plant operation, so we will have oper- 
ating experience by 1982," says Shcwski. 


Many of the components in the breeder 


reactor must be "scaled up" or rede- 
signed to larger dimensions than for the 
early, smaller plants. 


"We'll start training our operating 


people at a breeder plant in Idaho," says 
Showskl, "training people to handle a 
new technology as we did at Dresden 
One. 


"Once It's built, our mission Is to work 


on a demonstration basis. Our principles 
interest is in development as a U.S. in- 
dustry," he says. 


BREEDER reactors represent the ulti- 


mate In energy technology, according to 
the management expert. "And it has a 
potential for centuries of energy. This is 
the greatest thing about it," he enthuses. 


Shew ski stresses the safety, mainte- 


nance and reliability features designed 
into the breeder reactors. "And it can 
enhance our environment and available 
r e s o u r c e s . Providing needed power 
doesn't have to mean eventual curtail- 
ment of power consumption," he says. 


"I think the people of this country 


should look with great appreciation to 
the views of the executives in our com- 
pany and the industry who took a look 
farther down the road to meet the prob- 
lems of energy supplies," he said. 


Shcwski may be hopeful on the pros- 


pects for this new technology, but he's no 
rainbow-chaser. He's already worrying 
about start-up delays, the effect of in- 
flation on the fast breeder cost and 
needed engineering technology still to be 
developed. But this is all part of pioneer- 
ing the practicality of new energy 
sources, Shewski says: to be involved to 
take a leadership role.

John Wilson, 40, owned the store 


that burned. Rlchnrd Freeman, 23,

Thursday they wore respected 


and well-liked Palatine residents, 
volunteer firemen ready at a mo- 
ment's notice to respond with the 
quiet skill which mark the men 
In their profession. 


Now they arc gone. The three 


mean death or Injury in the line of 
duty. 


Sadly, too often the perform- 


ances of men like John Wilson, 
Rlchtml Frecmnn and Auggle Ahl- 
grlm arc ignored or forgotten. Too 
often the routine courage which 
men like them display is somehow 
taken as a routine part of our way 
of life. 


If life or property Is threatened, 


firemen will go into burning build- 
ings where no living persons should 


died Friday morning in the base- 
ment of Palatine's Den Franklin 
Store. They went In to battle a 
morning-long fire from below, and 
they did not come out alive. They 
died In the line of duty. 


Firemen like John Wilson, Rich- 


ard Frecmnn nnd Auggle Ahlgrim 
arc special kinds of men. As volun- 
teer firemen, they were part of a 
disappearing breed, at least in this 
area. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove arc 


the only communities In the North- 
west suburbs which rely heavily 
on volunteers. But the fact they 
were volunteers Is far from the is- 
sue of the sacrifice they made Fri- 
day morning. 


As firemen, they belonged to a 


special fraternity of men whose 
lives arc wrapped around the 
sound of alarms and fire bells. 


Often — too often, in fact — those 


alarms mean nothing more than 
n tiresome excursion to a fire 
which docs not exist. And too often 
— one time is too often — it can 


logically go. But they are profes- 
sionals, and they shrug off the 
risks. At least in front of others. 


They arc smoke-caters, and no 


other term quite defines their 
work. It can be and is painful nnd 
Hfcthrcatonlng, but there's a dig- 
nity — a special kind of quiet dig- 
nity — in the way they serve their 
communities. 


Finally, there's a special kind of 


comradeship among firemen that 
seems to defy explanation — a 
closeness perhaps caused by their 
dedication to saving and pre- 
serving human lives and property. 
Persons who known firemen sense 
the closeness, a kind of buddy-sys- 
tem that links them Into a special 
fraternity. 


Now, three members of that 


special fraternity arc gone, killed 
in the line of duty. We commend 
them, and others, for what they 
have given to their communities, 
and we extend our deepest sympa- 
thies to their friends (In Palatine, 
it Is the entire community) and to 
their families.

"One fact that has como home most 


sharply ... Is that our agricultural fu- 
ture cannot bo appraised within a strictly 
domestic context," he said. 


nnUNTHAVER. WHO plays a major 


roto In shaping federal agricultural pol- 
icy, noted that the administration Is 
seeking passage of a new domestic farm 
bill geared to promoting expanding ex- 
ports. 


One key and hotly controversial section 


of the administration plan calls for a 


gradual phase-out of "Income supple- 
ment" payments on cotton, wheat and 
feed grains. 


Such a policy would be geared to pro- 


moting exports In two ways: first — crop 
support loans would be retained, but 
would be set at levels providing only an 
"cm«rgcncy floor" under prices and cal- 
culated to promote maximum sales. Sec- 
ond — elimination of "Income-supple- 
ment" subsidies would make It easier to 
negotiate agreements In which other 
countries reduce their barriers against 
Imports of American grain and livestock 
products.

Insurance 
firms rap neiv 


'no-iault* plan 


Companies that write automobile Insur- 


ance in Illinois contend that a purported 
"no-fault" bill proposed by tho Illinois 
State Bnr Association would result only 
in higher costs for Insurance without ach- 
ieving reforms In tho property-casualty 
system. 


Thomas F. Reynolds, chairman of tho 


all-Industry Illinois Insurance Informa- 
tion Committee which speaks for 250 auto 
lino writers, said that the lawyers' bill 
purported to bo a "no-fault plan" without 
meeting any of the criteria of no-fault 
Insurance. 


Reynolds noted that tho Illinois State 


Bar's bill had the endorsement of the Illi- 
nois Trial Lawyers Association which 
was Instrumental In killing the Ogllvlc- 
Dcpartment of Insurance no fault plan in 
Illinois last year. 


"The property-casualty companies 


writing automobile lines In Illinois aro 
convinced that tho lawyers' bill simply 
would Increase the cost of automobile in- 
surance without making basic reforms or 
modifications of tho Insurance system," 
Reynolds said. "This Is a lawyers' bill, 
not a no-fault bill for the men and wom- 
en who pay the Insurance premiums. It 
offers loo little for too much. 


"Simply, tho bill would make com- 


pulsory what Is already available on a 
voluntary basis from all auto insurers. 


"The lawyers have carefully retained 


tho unlimited right to collect for invisible 
pain and suffering beyond actual medical 
costs and Income replacement through 
costly law suits In which they participate 
— a provision that can only result In 
even higher premiums for automobile In- 
surance."

NEW YORK.- Don't be greatly sur- 


prised if the U.S. suddenly retaposes im- 
port surcharges. It is one of the few 
cards left to play in the current near- 
crisis In the International money mar- 
kets. 


And don't throw up your hands and say

Fact Is, ft isn't high at all, but low. You 
can compare It to a superhighway with 
absolutely no controls as to speed, pass- 
Ing, getting on or getting off. The inter- 
national trade situation is a mess. There 
are no adequate provisions for nations to 
adjust exchange rates to keep a sensible 
balance and thus it's a ripe field for 
speculators. 


Certainly, the dollar is no bargain. 


We're running a huge trade deficit ($6- 
billion in '72), we've got a country where 
everybody is shooting for an "angle" and 
Phase III looks like an open invitation to 
runaway inflation. The real answer to 
the dollar crisis is some kind of new In- 
ternational agreement and that will prob- 
ably come only after some shoving, push- 
Ing and a good deal of name-calling.

Federal Reserve 
boosts loan rate 
to banks .005 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In an effort to 


squeeze the supply of credit around tho 
country and hold down Inflation, tho Fed- 
eral Reserve Board Monday started 
charging its member banks Vi of 1 per 
cent more to borrow funds. 


The FRB's discount rate went from 5 


to 5V4 per cent Monday. It is tho second 
upward adjustment in five weeks and 
pushes tho rate to its highest level in 15 
months. 


The discount rato Is the interest the 12 


federal reserve banks charge on loans to 
commercial banks. Tho prime rate is 
what commercial banks charge on short 
term loans to their best customers. 


Tho move toward higher interest rates 


should act as a brake on the current eco- 
nomic expansion by making it more ex- 
pensive for business to finance in- 
vestments and consumers to purchase 
expensive goods on credit. It also could 
attract foreign-held dollars back to the 
United States and help diminish the dol- 
lar pool that has fueled the turmoil in 
world currency markets.

EPA study participants 
drowning in paperwork? 


The Illinois Manufacturers' Association 


recently released a report on the paper- 
work burden imposed by the State Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to comply 
with its requirements for operating per- 
mits for air and water pollution equip- 
ment 


The report indicated that the average 


firm participating in the survey has 
spent more than $10,000 in internal costs 
to prepare required application forms, 
which averaged 222 pages. Many firms 
also had to employ outside consultants, 
at an average additional cost of $9,781 
per firm. The average total costs of 151 
companies, including in-house costs, 
and/or external consultants, was $16,754. 


A total of 210 companies, representing 


276 plants, returned completed question- 
naires in the IMA survey. The average 
firm utilized 842 man-hours of in-plant 
time to prepare the forms, at $11.88 per 


hour. 


Completed questionnaires were not re- 


ceived from any of the electric utilities 
or the largest steel mills or oil refineries, 
all of whom have huge application form 
requirements. One company in the sur- 
vey reported filing 10,000 pages of permit 
forms. 


IMA executive vice president Orvillc 


Bergren concluded: "Considering that 
186 firms reporting have spent or will 
spend more than $3 million to prepare 
these forms, our estimate Is that at least 
$50 million Is being spent by industry in 
Illinois In this burdensome adminis- 
trative task. The forms will provide the 
EPA with considerably more detail than 
is needed to assess tho merits of Individ- 
ual applications, or even to provide the 
basis for better control regulations. They 
are far more detailed than those of any 
other state, to our knowledge."

from completed iand pending sales. 


In addition to assets previously report- 


ed as divested, the company has sold 
Chemical Construction Corp. and several 
smaller operations. The company has 
also formalized the sale of its utility in 
Panama. These operations, together with 
three unprofitable engineering and con- 
struction subsidiaries which are being 
liquidated, had estimated sales of $325 
million in 1972. 


Tho proceeds include approximately 


$30 million from the sale of Latin Ameri- 
can bonds. Those include all of the firm's 
Guatemalan bonds, as well as selected 
Brazilian and Colombian bonds. 


Based on a preliminary estimate, these 


operations and investments in the aggre- 
gate had a minimal effect on the com- 
pany's net income from operations In 
1972. Tho company will realize a net ex- 
traordinary gain on these sales. 


THE COMPANY said that tho divesti- 


ture of non-realty businesses and In- 
vestments will be essentially completed 
upon the possible sale of additional Latin 
American bonds and of a timber and 
wood products operation headquartered 
at Ft. Bragg, Calif. The proceeds from 
these sales would be in addition to the 
$230 million already reported. 


Boise Cascade sold that the proceeds 


from Its divestiture program will be used 
primarily to repay short-term debt and 
to reduce long-term debt in connection 
with the restructuring of Its loan agree- 
ments.

boss of CBS News in IMS after the net- 
work put on n fifth rerun of "I Love 
Lucy" rather than Ambassador George 
Herman's testimony in the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee's hearings on 
Vietnam. 


FRIENDLY LATER included a de- 


scription of the events surrounding his 
resignation decision In a book, "Due to 
Circumstances Beyond Our Control." 


Nowadays he is Edward R. Murrow 


professor of broadcast journalism at Co- 
lumbia University. And he Is television 
consultant to the Ford Foundation. 


Last November, a Times of London 


supplement marking the 50th anniversa- 
ry of the British Broadcasting Corp. In- 
cluded a lengthy article by him, and a 
picture of him and Murrow. 


AS EXPECTED, Friendly continues to 


speak out on the Issue of broadcasters' 
independence. And his position as ad- 
viser for the Ford Foundation, which has 
funded various programs on non-com- 
mercial video, has given him a more vis- 
ible platform for his advocacy of the 
public television network concept.

Digitalis, calcium a bad combination 


Dear Dr. Lamb — In your column, you 


stated that adults need approximately a 
quart of milk a day and In another col- 
umn you stated that anyone taking digi- 
talis should avoid excess calcium intake. 
Now my question is this. 


> 
How much milk would be considered 


excessive for anyone taking digitalis? 


I am retired, age 69, weigh 195 pounds 


and take digitalis to control a tendency 
towards paroxysmal tachycardia. My 
doctor tells me it is safe for me to ride 
my bicycle 20 miles a day which I do and 
feel great hi doing it 


Dear Reader — Individuals taking digi- 


talis and the various medicines that con- 
tain digitalis products will not hove any ' 
trouble drinking ordinary quantities, one 
to two quarts a day. 


The problem is that calcium tablets 


are available without prescription to the 
general public. This includes bone meal 
preparations and a number of vitamin 
tablets with calcium. 
-- If you add these sources of calcium in- 
take to ordinary milk intake, It could 
cause difficulties. 


For this reason, I think anyone who 


takes digitalis medicine regularly should 


avoid taking mineral tablets or other 
health foods without their doctor's rec- 
ommendation. Sounds to me like you're 
doing rather well, If you are able to bi- 
cycle 20 miles a day. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I'd appreciate your 


comment on an article that stated that 
the combination of aspirin and alcohol 
are potentially dangerous. According to 
the article, aspirin sometimes causes 
small bleeding and alcohol can penetrate 
the stomach and cause the bleeding to be 
worse. 


I have beep using two aspirins with a 


gloss of wine at bedtime as a sedative 
and considered It safer than sleeping 
pills but now I am concerned about the 
effect on my stomach. 


If you agree with this article, what in 


your opinion would be a safe interval be- 
tween the two? For example, if one had 
a couple of drinks and then later found it 
necessary to take aspirin. 


I am a 40-year-old grandmother and in 


good health except for being a little over- 
weight with slightly high blood pressure 
for which I take medicine under a doc- 
tor's supervision. 


Dear Reader — Small flakes of aspirin 


material irlll actually stick to the lining 


of the stomach and can burn small holes 
hi it and can cause bleeding. Large 
amounts of aspirin also affect the clot- 
ting mechanism of the blood to cause a 
bleeding tendency. 


Because alcohol does cause the stom- 


ach lining to be engorged with blood and 
causes an Increased secretion of acid 
juices by the stomach, I would readily 
believe that the combination is not good. 


The best way to take aspirin is to take 


it at the end of a meal or to eat some- 
thing when you take it, such as cottage 
cheese, or drink a glass of milk. Milk 
will help to neutralize the acids in the 
stomach and help to prevent precipi- 
tating aspirin crystals on the stomach 
lining. 


It takes several hours to eliminate the 


effects of alcohol on the stomach. If one 
insists on taking the two, It would be bet- 
ter to take the aspirin first with a liquid 
neutralizer such as milk. Perhaps an 
hour or more later this would have been 
emptied from the stomach and It would 
then be safer to have a glass of wine.

Mrs. Bcrnlce Glicgc, principal of Dis- 


trict 25's Berkeley School In Arlington 
Heights, feels that way about the Job she 
took over last September. "It's a dream 
come true!" 


Not the least of Bcrnlcc's Joy cornea 


from working In Berkeley's flexible, min- 
imum hallway, open classroom building 
with 115 four wings flanking the library- 
teaming center. All classrooms have 
movable walls that can be opened or 
Joined together In multiple combinations, 
and floors aro comfortably carpeted 
throughout the building. 


Because of Its one-floor construction, 


Berkeley was chosen to educate about 45 
physically handicapped youngsters from 
the eight school districts In the North- 
west Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation (NSSEO). 


These children Join In a normal school 


day, as much as L* possible, with ap- 
proximately 323 other elementary slu- 
denU from kindergarten through fifth 
grade. A special pro-school program for 
ages 3 to 5 also Is carried out at 
Berkeley for the physically handicapped. 


Mrs. Gllegc, who defines her job re- 


sponsibility "to help others to make their 
own decisions," heads up a staff of 28-30 
teachers, a physical therapist, an oc- 
cupational therapist and a speech thera- 
pist. Ideally she would like to see the 
teaching staff balanced with an equal 
number of men and women . . . "fifty- 
fifty like at home," she says. 


The Berkeley principal welcomes Into 


her school program student volunteers 
from Rand Junior High and parent vol- 
unteers. Parents, for example, teach Ju- 
nior Great Books courses and participate 
in a motor facilitation program that 
helps children build their big muscles 
and develop listening skills. 


Bcrnlce GUcge's "dream Job" did not 


happen overnight. She first planned to 
earn a doctorate In chemistry. She start- 
ed her career preparation by earning a 
bachelor's In education with a math ma- 
jor and chemistry minor at Chicago 
Teachers College. At the same time she 
attended classes in chemistry and phys- 
ics at Wilson Junior College. Later she 
pursued graduate studies in education 
and chemistry at DcPaul and at North- 
western. 


Bcrnlcc's first teaching assignment 


was at Lane Technical High School and 
then she taught math for three years in 
various Chicago public high schools. She 
gave up teaching briefly to marry (hus- 
band Edward works for aa aerial photo- 
graphy firm) ond took a Job with Bell 
and Howcll where she worked as a chem- 
ist. 


"IT WAS THEN I found out I was 


more Interested In people than in chem- 
istry," she declared. 


Returning to the academic community, 


Bcrnlcc taught at all grade levels In a 
northwest Chicago elementary school. 
She also attended night classes while 
daughters Beverly, now attending Illinois 
State, and Evelyn and Shirley, both at 
Prospect High, came along. 


Seeking excellent schools, the family 


chose to settle In Arlington Heights 12 
years ago. Mrs. Gllcgo found a position 


teaching math at Thomas Junior High 
where after two years she became math 
chairman. She served District 25 as math 
consultant for four years and taught 
math one year at Prospect before be- 
coming a principal. 


Meeting a female principal "who was a 


capable administrator without losing her 
femininity" Inspired Bernlce to seek a 
master's degree In administration. With 
her family's continued support, she at- 
tended National College in Evanston 
weekends and evenings to attain this 
goal In 1970. And she's still going to 
school. 


HAVING TAUGHT at every grade lev- 


el from kindergarten through graduate 
school, Mrs. GUege favors more respon- 
sibility with accountability for teachers. 
At present she attends a weekly seminar 
on "Programming, Planning and Budg- 
eting Systems," a graduate course that 
e n c o u r a g e s more accountability for 
teachers. 


As an administrator, Berkeley's princi- 


pal considers the school's first function 
to educate. The three R's are Important 
tools that train a person for his life's vo- 
cation, she said. However, she believes a 
close second responsibility of educators 
Is to reinforce character building. 


"A child must learn to live with him- 


self, with others; then he can live with 
the world." 


Bernlce believes the educational pro- 


cess continues throughout life. Her own 
c x t r n-curricular 
activities 
revolve 


around her family and her Job. She Is a 
former Girl Scout leader and Bible 
school teacher.

Annual rites of spring to attract 


millions to Nation's Capital April 7 


"Cherry Blossom Time" is almost here in Capital City 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Spring official- 


ly arrives in Capital City Saturday, April 
7, when the National Cherry Blossom 
Festival will attract millions of visitors 
from all over the world. 


The 
annual 
festivities, 
scheduled 


through April 14, will start at 10 a.m. 
April 7 with 40 of the best high school 
bands in America beginning a three-hour 
strut down Constitution Avenue. 


Clowns, bathing beauties, princesses, 


dignitaries, floats, drill teams and mis- 
cellaneous celebrants will provide color- 
ful escort as the Nation's Capital cele- 
brates its cherry blossoms and the com- 
ing of Spring. 


The world-famous blossoms should pop 


out April 5 — if past performances hold 
true — ensuring plenty of spectacular 
color for the festival. 


Parade officials report that registra- 


tion has passed 65 marching units, not 
counting D.C. area units and national 
ROTC drill teams. The parade will end 
around 1 p.m. and after lunch parade 


participants and spectators will head for 
the Tidal Basin and the cherry blossoms. 
There, amid a backdrop of live Japanese 
and American music, officials from the 
two nations will light the 300-year-old 
Japanese stone lantern, officially opening 
cherry blossom week In the United 
States. 


The Japanese cherry trees became a 


part of the Washington scene in 1912. A 
gift of trees was sent from Japan that 
year and the first two trees were planted 
with appropriate ceremony by Mrs. Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, wife of the President, 
and Viscountess Chlnda, wife of the 
Japanese ambassador. The ceremony re- 
ceived little notice in the press of the 
day, but it was the forerunner of what 
was to become a national attraction.

Old and new Luxembourg: 
peaceful European partners

LUXEMBOURG (UPI) - There are at 


least two Luxembourgs. One Is 990 years 
older than the other, but they seem to 
get along just fine. 


One is Luxembourg city itself — a fairy- 


land of towers, turrets and citadels 
looming above the dramatic chasms 
which split the ancient capital of this 
prosperous, pocket-sized nation. The ap- 
pearance Is almost Transylvanlan. Dra- 
cula would feel at home here — but the 
b a s t i o n s are 
p r o u d proof of 


Luxembourg's 1,010-year history. 


THE OTHER is European Luxembourg 


— a grouping of three stark and modern 
buildings that have sprouted from the 
K i r c h b e r g , a plateau o u t s i d e 
Luxembourg City, In the 20-odd years 
since Europe began the slow process of 
unity. 


A handful of Common Market offices 


are located in these buildings. And for 
three months each year, the Market's 
all-Important ministerial meetings arc 
held there. 


To anyone who thinks of capitals and 


governments being In one place, this 
makes no sense at all. Most of the Com- 
mon Market Is headquartered in Brus- 
sels. The European Parliament's offices 
are here, but the Parliament itself sits in 
Strasbourg. 


That's the way Luxembourg wants It. 


And because of a quirk of history and the 
nature of the Market, what Luxembourg 
wants, Luxembourg gets. 


It's interesting to note that of the four 


buildings in the Kirchbcrg complex one 
Is a Holiday Inn, a resolutely American 
hotel complete with air conditioning and 
two Gideon Bibles In every room. It's 
known locally as the "American Chal- 
lenge."

U. S. dollar still strong 
after peso's devaluation 


MEXICO CITY — The American tour- 


ist dollar Is stronger than ever in Mexico 
as a result of the Mexican devaluation of 
tho peso to coincide with the 10 per cent 
American devaluation. The exchange 
rate Is still 12& pesos to the dollar. 


For tho past century Mexico has been 


one of the few nations in the world to 
maintain free and unrestricted con- 
vertibility of Its currency. 


To the tourist this stability is a peace 


of mind factor that Is priceless In value. 
Ho doesn't have to worry about how 
much his dollar has shrunken overnight 
or whether he can even exchange it In 
the morning for foreign goods and ser- 


vices. 


In the past 14 months the U.S. dollar 


has lost more than 20 per cent In value in 
.most major tourist destinations and the 
continued float of many foreign cur- 
rencies offers little solace to an often be- 
wildered traveler.

Fall golf in Mid-Suburban League

The Mid-Suburban League will Imple- 


ment a fall goU schedule beginning In 
1973, the Herald learned yesterday. 


Carl Wclmcr, principal of Schaumburg 


High School and president of the Mid- 
Suburban League, confirmed the report, 
adding, "the vote was almost unanimous 
and Is absolutely a step In the right di- 
rection " 


The proposed fall golf program was 


originally investigated by the Illinois 
High School Association, prep sports' 
governing body, which circulated a state-' 
wide questionnaire lost year. 


The majority of responses were report- 


edly negative to the fall program, pre- 
sumably because of coaching conflict! 
ami the fact that many golfers also par- 
ticipated hi either football or cross coun- 
try. 


Many feel that the smaller downstate 


schools favor the spring schedule simply 


because of diminished coaching staffs 
and a warmer climate. 


Welmer said that the Mid-Suburban 


League's Initiative in the matter was al- 
most from necessity. "The demands of 
the golf courses are such that the high 
school teams were beginning to conflict 
with the golf leagues," he sold. 


"In the fall, these demands are dimin- 


ished. At that time, right at the end of 
summer," Welmer continued, "there are 
no golf leagues to contend with and the 
players hove the benefit of having played 
all summer." 


The MSL will honor Its contracts and 


play a golf schedule this spring. 


One question that Invariably arises Is 


the stale tournament. 


The IIISA tournament will still be con- 


ducted In the spring is nsnil, and Mid- 
Suburban coaches are rightfully con- 
cerned about the layoff daring the win- 
ter. One answer may be to allow the 
teams to practice and possibly even com- 
pete In one or two tournaments before 


the state qualifying begins. 


"I don't believe the move was a com- 


plete necessity at this point," Al Griffith, 
Indian Lakes Golf Director and Presi- 
dent of the Chlcagoland Golf Association 
said, "but it would have been in two or 
three years. 


"Our courses aren't in good shape In 


the spring," Griffith added. "The rains 
and snow are still a problem. They're not 
ready for the high school teams." 


But aren't leaves a problem in the 


fail? 


"They used to be," Griffith answered. 


"But we cater to the golfers needs and 
have been able to keep the courses In 
good playing shape during the fall 
months. I'd much rather battle leaves 
than snow." 


Griffith promised bis fan cooperation 


In the spring to help) prepare the teams 
for the state tournament "We wOI cer- 
tainly, let the teams practice. There 
shouldn't be any problem here." 


Jack Berry, veteran golf coach at 


Wheeling High School, added his approv- 
al to the move. "Courscwlse, it should be 
very efficient for us. I guess the big 
gripe all along was the coaching conflict, 
but I think it's just a fantasy. 


"I think the golfers will benefit, too," 


Berry continued. "After playing all sum- 
mer, it should help them immensely. 
Getting ready for state maybe a prob- 
lem If the state says we can't practice, 
we may be In trouble. It will have to be a 
matter for each individual to get pre- 
pared." 


Berry, who has hosted the glamorous 


Chevy Chase Invitational for the past 
seven years, feels the tournament could 
be switched to early fall. "We won't be 
running it this spring, but we may con- 
cider palying it in September."

Aivana stages unique Olympics 


THE AWANA OLYMPICS are a whole 


new ball game 


Make that a bunch of games. And ac- 


tually, they don't even involve balls. 


These Olympics, when they arc staged, 


showcase a lot of pageantry, excitement 
and good old-fashioned competition for 
kids. They're one of two major aspects of 
the Awana Youth Association, the other 
being Bible study and religious ori- 
entation 


For now, I'm going to examine just the 


sports end of It, because that alone Is 
fascinating. 


To be truthful, I had never heard of 


Aw ana until enlightened recently by 
Bill Hybels, a staff member at the organ- 
liatlon's national headquarters at 3215 
Algonquin Road, Rolling Meadows. (At 
that site Is a $320,000 Awana building 
where athletic supplies are stored). 


I should have known about the Olym- 


pics tournaments and eliminations long 
ago because there arc active, fine clubs 
in many area towns — Rolling Meadows, 
Palatine, Des Plalnes (the largest in the 
country), Arlington Heights, Schaum- 
burg, Wheeling and Mount Prospect. 


Awana is strongest in the Midwest, al- 


though it Is a national proposition The 
Chicago area Is a hotbed for the Olym- 
pics competition. 


In all, there are 32 meets each year 


involving about 30,000 participants Local 
Olympics events are scheduled for Co- 
nant High School March 10 for girls, 
Roiling Meadows High March 17 for boys 
(two sessions In each cose at 2-00 and 
7.00), then the boys and girls finals at 
7 00 March 24 at York High In Elmhurst. 
It's annually standing-room-only at the 
finals with parents, brothers, sisters, etc. 
treating the occasion almost like a World 
Series. 


The first Awana Olympics were held In 


Chicago In 1955 with about 120 boys par- 
tlcipaling. Today the event has grown to 
12,000 In the Chicago area alone In the 10 
events. That number Is narrowed to 2,700 
for the three-week eliminations, which 
are taken quite seriously. 


"The Olympics are now the biggest 


games of their kind in the country," says 
Hybels. 


A special rules book is published giving 


specifics on how the 10 events are run. 
They are the bean bag relay, sprint re- 
lay, three-legged race, balloon volley, 
sprint, four-way tug, marathon relay, 
bean bag grab, marathon race and bal- 
loon relay. 


These are somewhat reminiscent to the 


"field days" or "play days" some of us 
used to enjoy to celebrate the end of 
a year In grade school. Except (be Awana 
games are run on a much bigger scope 
and are as well-ordered as any big high 
school track meet ••- with more partid- 


pants, In many cases. 


Explaining Awana from the start, lly. 


bcls said, "These are weekly clubs all 
over the U.S. designed to meet youth 
needs. The Christian Bible-believing part 
is Important — we take kids of any de- 
nomination — but there Is a strong em- 
phasis on athletics. The thinking Is that 
we want rounded Indhiduals who can 
compete as well as religious ones. 


"Tho age group is mainly third 


through eighth grade. All games are 
based around the Awana circle (which 
includes on "X," a square and precise 
dimensions for staging each event). The 
action always ends in the middle and it's 
a thrill when there's a close race with 
three or four kids grabbing for the center 
pin at once. 


"It's all very structured, with national 


records kept — which are far better than 
most kids could do without practicing an 
event for years They really work at it. 
Thousands of parents and relatives 
watch the Olympics and they go wild 
watching these young kids compete. 
There's just something about watching 
your own son or daughter go all out 
against someone else that really arouses 
the fans. 


"The games themselves are simple but 


arc played to perfection. Anyone could 
play these games but not as well as the 
kids who compete. One of the best things 
is that anyone can be accepted and earn 
recognition. Oversized girls, for instance, 
are not outcasts as they sometimes are 
socially. We don't just include kids who 
excel in everything. Any boy or girl can 
learn to do one thing very well." 


The Olympic competitors are only a 


fraction of the total national membership 
in Awana, which is about 125,000 with 
o\er 3,400 clubs. And girls are just as 
InvoHcd as boys. "In fact, you'd be sur- 
prised how many girls that age are bet- 
ter than boys," said Hybels. "They don't 
want to just sit around and knit or cook. 
They want to be active In sports, too." 


The co-educational aspect and the tre- 


mendous growth rate of 30 per cent lost 
year arc both unlike Scouting, which has 
been dwindling. 


"The real need today," explains Hy- 


bcls, "is for kids to have a Christ-cen- 
tered organization, not just to play 
games. Awana provides both and the 
kid; really respond." 


Any member of a charter club can be 


on an Olympic team. To join, a young- 
ster can merely start attending any club 
— there are many at churches all around 
— and then memorize a few simple 
things for entrance. 


If your child eventually competes In 


the Olympics, with its ceremonies and 
unique games, the snow will probably be 
unlike anything you've ever seen.

It isn't a free throw; it's an ordeal

Along about the end of this season Wilt 


Chamberlain will tread to the line and 
miss the 0,000th free throw of his eccen- 
tric pro career. 


The figure includes only regular season 


basketball games; all-star and playoff 
games would add another missed COO and 
some change. 


Failed free throws Is just another 


record for Chamberlain, a man who 
holds the NBA record for holding the 
most NBA records. 


Chamberlain, now In his 14th season, 


lias scored more points, played more 
minutes, grabbed more rebounds and 
given more grimaces than anyone else. 
He has also scored nearly 6,000 more 
points than the No. 2 career man, Oscar 
Hobcrtson. He has done this despite 
shooting free throws poorer than most

Chamberlain going to the foul line has 


been, depending on your 
allegiance, 


amusing, amazing, outrageous. Also, me- 
lancholy. 


Chamberlain on the free throw line is a 


sight. His great sweaty arms and shoul- 
ders gleam in the lights. He wears a yel- 
low head band (that seems always to be 
slipping down over one eye), yellow knee 
guards placed for some inexplicable rea- 
son around his shins, yellow wrist bands 
and a good luck rubber band around his 
right wrist. 


He now stands a few feet behind the 


free throw line. It Is said that because of 
his enormous power he usually hits the 
back rim when he toes the line. He 
shoots with a shove and curve-ball twist, 
and not with a smooth snap of the wrist. 
He flips a free throw, it seems, with a 
prayer and little confidence. 


He has tried many ways to shoot a foul 


shot: two-handed, underhanded, to the 
right of the basket, to the left. He has 
had many tutors, including his current 
coach, Bill Shannon, who was the best 
free throw shooter ever hi the NBA, with 
career average of .884. 


The year before Sharman came to the 


Los Angeles Lakers, Wilt shot a miser- 
able .538 from the line (his lifetime per- 
ccnlage after the 1372-73 season was 
.534). Under Sharman. Wilt's free throw 
percentage dipped to .422. Still befuddle- 
went. 


"I guess I'm beyond help," said Cham- 


berlain. 


• "He's made a concentrated effort to 
Improve," sold Sharman, "but. . ." He 
implied that you can't teach old dogs 
new tricks. 
' Had he ever In fact consulted a psy- 
chiatrist? 


"Yeah," he said "Several years ago. 


When I was In Philadelphia. I saw him 
once a week for nine months. One of the 
things we talked about was free throws."' 


What was his conclusion. 


"He said I was hopeless," said Cham- 


berlain, smiling wryly. 


It Is doubtful that Chamberlain, a man 


whose gargantuan pride is as large as 
his physique (7-2,' 300 Ibs.), would admit 
to being a hopeless, helpless giant. 


Chamberlain, defiant and petulant, has 


often been a thorn of frustration to his 
coaches. Early In his career Chamber- 
lain played his game and If it didn't nt 
the pattern of the rest of the team, to 
hell with 'em. Chamberlain, big even as 
a boy, always was the center of the 
storm. Scoring came so naturally easy to 
the large, strong, quick and morvelously 
co-ordinated young athlete that he never 
even took the time to develop a jump 
shot or a hook shot. 


One hardly can Imagine then that he 


had much patience for the monotony of 
free throw practice. 


Chamberlain, however, Insists he has 


always practiced his foul shots. After a 
recent game In which he missed five of 
his six free throw tries, he said, "I've 
always shot well In practice. I con- 
sistently make 70-80 out of a hundred. 
But In a game — I don't know. It's a 
mental thing. Maybe I need a psy- 
chiatrist." 


For it was Chamberlain who thought 


he could beat Muhammad All, and who 
thought he could be an Olympic vol- 
leyball player, an All-Pro football end, 
an All-Star baseball pitcher, a harness- 
racing driver, who flung a minor pique 
when a recent issue of a national maga- 
zine neglected to include him among the 
10 Sexiest Atheltcs. 


In basketball, he has. Individually, had 


the run of things. He once scored 100 
points In a game, and years later when 
he changed his offensive style of play 
from shooting to strictly passing, he led 
the NBA In assists. 


He is so conscious of statistics that he 


is now trying to lead the league In shoot- 
Ing percentage. (He has eliminated near- 
ly all shots except the stuff, and shoots 


— If shoots is the right word — that shot 
only'when he has absolutely no pass to 
make.) 


Once he was considered by some "a 


loser" because his team would in- 
variably be beaten by the Celtics and his 
personal nemesis, Bill Russell. Well, the 
Lakers won a title last season and that 
criticism has simmered. 


But proud Wilt Chamberlain says he is 


still chagrined by his free throw shoot- 
ing. "Sometimes I don't want to walk to 
the line," he said recently. "And I guess 
it is embarrassing when teams deliber- 
ately foul you. I get especially low when 
I miss one that's important to the game. 
One good thing about that is that they 
get themselves in foul trouble. So even If 
I don't make the free throw, it still helps 
our team. It gets us the bonus shot ear- 
lier." 


One still Bonders If there Is some un- 


conscious, masochistic reason for miss- 
Ing; that he somehow is retaliating 
against society for being treated as a 
freak. (A story, perhaps apocryphal. Is 
told of his bitterness In this regard: A 
short. Insensitive man once asked Cham- 
berlain that tired question. "How's the 
weather up there?" Chamberlain, so the 
story goes, looked down, spit, and said, 
"It's raining.") 


Enemy fans around the country hoot 


and stamp as the massive Chamberlain 
goes to the line. But he says he under- 
stands; nobody likes Goliath. 


"I'm a little older," said Chamberlain, 


3G, "and a little wiser. It makes life eas- 
ier to take. You realize that you can't do 
everything right." 


It is difficult to keep this balanced phi- 


losophy during the heat of battle: For 
example, he was asked after a recent 
game what he muttered to himself as he 
walked downcourt after missing a pah* of 
free throws. 


"The usual," he said. "Just cussin* 


myself out."

the schools on utilities, so we got hit 
twice. 


Now, that's real nice of the school dis- 


trict* to try to get that monkey off the 
back of us taxpayers. But there's some- 
thing In there I can't figure out. 


I get to thinking this way: Now we tax- 


payers, when the village hit us with the 
utility tax two years ago, we just had to 
fit it into our budgets, somehow, and we 
did.

However, 
many of the band members had listened 
to the eventual winners, Cooper Junior 
High of Buffalo Grove and Jack London 
Junior High of Wheeling — and recog- 
nized they were a truly superior group. 
You could almost sense they realized 
what they had thought was good was not 
sufficient to make them best A sign 
hanging In the Oak Lawn Gym summa- 
rized the whole thing: "No one ever 
drowned In their own sweat." I suspect 
there will be sweating In Jazz Band re- 
hearsals between now and next February 
2! 


Lastly, you can't help but be impressed 


by the kids themselves. There probably 
was upwards of 3,000 people who came to 
Oak Lawn High School for at least a part 
of the day. "Can you imagine what this 
place would be like if this were a rock 
festival Instead of a jazz band contest?" 
was overheard in passing. Instinctively 
you looked around for the policemen. 
But, there weren't any. The halls were 
noisy, but not disorderly. Everyone there 
seemed to have a purpose and knew 
what they wanted. This was probably so 
they were all deeply committed to the 
jazz band program in their local area. 
Perhaps this is the most Important les- 
son to be learned from Oak Lawn. Young 
people who successfully participate hi 
some kind of activity are less likely to 
engage In some form of "delinquent" be- 
havior than those who do not Admittedly 
it's tough to keep a school district in the 
black these days. But, I hope school 
boards and the like recognize just what 
happens when they drop another "unes- 
sential" program and hence eliminate 
some young person's chance to be a suc- 
cessful participant. 


The evening performance, climactic as 


it was, brought out the best of what is in 
our young people. There were probably 
1,800 people packed in the Spartan Gym- 
nasium. By and large the audience con- 
sisted of the losers during the day. you 
couldn't have asked for a better au- 
dience. Many of the groups received 
standing ovations when they played, es- 
pecially the top junior high group from 
Buffalo Grove. Then the final event! 
Three high scliools — Wheeling, Elk 
Grove and Prospect to compete for the 
"Best in Class" plaque, and the "Best In 
Festival" Trophy. They played — the au- 
dience responded enthusiastically. The 
judges retired to make their decision. Af- 
ter what must have seemed an inter- 
minable wait the result was announced: 
PROSPECT HIGH SCHOOL! Best In 
Class, Best in Festival! A roar went up. 
The Lincoln kids were on their feet 
cheering wildly. The crowd surged for- 
ward, hands In air, chanting, "We're 
Number One!" 


Eventually the noise subsided and the 


people started to file out One eighth 
grade boy was overheard to say, "Man, 
that Prospect was great But, if they're 
that good now, just think how good 
they'll be when I start to play with 
them!' 


Just a big brag? I don't think so, rath- 


er, I believe this young man had a very 
clear conception of who he was and what 
he wanted, and had something very big 
and wonderful and important to look for- 
ward to.

Expansion of O'Harc Airport, sched- 


uled to cost more than $743 million, has 
replaced plans (or a third airport In Lake 
Michigan, a City of Chicago report said 
yesterday. 


Mayor Richard J. Daley's five-year 


capital Improvements program, listing 
about 16,1 billion for 1,000 projects, calls 
for more runways, construction of a new 
International terminal and extension of 
rapid transit to the airport. 


Cut from the ion report Is $300 million 


allocation for a third major Chicago area 
airport In the lake. 


A I n P 0 R T OFFICIALS have said 


O'Hare can boost passenger capacity up 
to 230 per cent by Increasing terminal 
and parking space and by using larger 
airplanes. 


Terminal Improvements are largest 


airport expenses listed In the once a year 
report. 


About $140 million Is predicted as cost 


of constructing a new international ter- 
minal between 1974 and 1076. The nlr- 
port's Master Plan calls construction of 
the new terminal on Air Reserve and Air 


National Guard property and use of the 
current international building for domes- 
tic nights. 


John Celmor, assistant city aviation 


planner, said the International proposal 
"Is still In a state of flux because of the, 
military relocation." 


THE INTERNATIONAL construction 


may hinge 'on the willingness of inter- 
national airlines to contribute building 
costs. Airline officials nave argued the 
cost would hike operating price per pas- 
senger from $6 to $36. 


An additional $280,000 Is projected, be- 


tween 1973 and 1976, for "development" 
of domestic terminals, including possible 
construction of a new terminal, con- 
courses, rotundas, a new baggage sys- 
tem and a "people distribution system." 


Tied to the plans are $7.3 million to 


complete the pedestrian tunnels and $38 
million to finish the new parking garage. 


The report outlines projects proposed 


throughout Chicago by the city and other 
governmental units. Expenditures for 
most projects listed have not been ap- 
proved. 


THE AIRPORT PROPOSALS 
"are 


things the city of Chicago hopes will be 
done In the future," a spokesman in the 
public works department said. Some pro- 
posals were listed in "five-year" plans as 
far back as 1967. 


About $160 million is planned for "air- 


field development" between 1973 and 
1976. The total Includes land acquisition, 
taxiways, landscaping and "Infra-airport 
transportation improvements." 


Major runway plans include over $25 


million for relocation of 4R/22L in south- 
east O'Hare. The runway will point away 
from the Northwest suburbs. 


OTHER NEW projects for O'Hare In- 


clude: 
• Fuel farm expansion, between 1973 


and 1976, totaling $18 million. 


• Reconstruction of runway 14R's tax- 


Iway, planned this year and costing $2.6 
million. 
• Rebuilding of runway ramps this 


year for $1.6 million. 


• Island paving between 1974 and 1976 


for $2.2 million. 


• About $60 million Is planned for car- 


go area projects — Including 280 acres of 
new space — between 1974 and 1976.

Rolling Meadows child, 9, slain, second child critical

A 0-year-old Rolling Meadows girl was 


found beaten to death and her B-year-old 
sUter near death from multiple fractures 
of the skull when their father arrived 
home yesterday evening from his bank- 
ing job In Elk Grove Village. 


The children's mother, Elaine Edfors, 


34, was discovered by her husband lying 
In a hallway between the two bedrooms 
where the children were bludgeoned. Po- 
lice said she had slashed neck, wrists 
and upper arm wounds. 


Pronounced dead shortly after police 


were summoned to the scene by the fa- 
ther was Debbie Edfors, 9. Her sister 
Pamela, 8, was described as In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed to Evanston Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of the Edfors family, 


Tim my, 8, was playing with neighbor 
children across the street from his home 
at 3600 S. Jay Lane, Rolling Meadows, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence In his home. 


POLICE SAID late last night they 


were "routinely searching" for a 1968 
Bulck Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the home earlier 
In the day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and a razor blade In a 
hand-holder near where the mother lay. 


Police summoned an assistant Cook 


County state's attorney shortly after they 
were notified of the violence at the Ed- 
fors home and they were awaiting an op- 
portunity to question Mrs. Edfors late 
lost night. 


Mrs. Edfors was treated "sometime In 


the recent past" at Lutheran General 
Hospital In Park Ridge for a nervous 
breakdown, according to police. 


Police said the father, Thomas Edfors, 


arrived home about 6:39 p.m. yesterday 
from his job as a teller at the Suburban 
National Bank In Elk Grove Village. 


He found his wife sprawled In the hall- 


way. His daughter, Debbie, was lying on 
the black-tile floor of the master bed- 
room, and his other daughter, Pamela, 
was lying on the carpeted floor of an ad- 
joining bedroom. 


POLICE SAID there were no signs of 


scuffling except In the bedrooms, but 
that blood was spattered "through other 
parts of the house," leading them to be- 
lieve the mother had wandered through 
the bouse after sustaining her wounds. • 


Forest Preserve District 
may start recycling trees

The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict may soon open Its tree-burning area 
just east of Wheeling, but not to burn 
trees. 


Chief Forester Samuel Gabriel said the 


district is preparing to take bids from 
outside companies to open a recycling 
plant at the site. He said by using a saw- 
mill, dcbarker, chipper and splitter, dis- 
eased wood could be recycled into usable 
lumber.

Gabriel explained the disease-carrying 


organisms only live In the bark and outer 
sap wood of diseased trees. He said this 
part of the tree would be stripped off in 
the slabbing process and put through a 
chipper. "The basic portions of the logs 
will be processed Into salable mate- 
rials," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Gabriel, the recycl- 


ing plant would provide a place to get rid 
of diseased trees without the air pollution 
that resulted from the open burning 'of 
trees. He said the forest preserve district 
Is now in the process of drawing up spec- 
ifications for the project, which ho hopes 
will bo ready by April 1. 


The tree-burning site closed last July 


due to air pollution regulations passed by 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency. In order to comply with these 
regulations, the forest .preserve district 
had originally Intended to continue tree 
burning by using closed-pit air curtain 
destructors.

ed classes- at Jonas C. Salk School, 3705 
Pheasant Drive, in the morning, but did 
not return after lunch. 


Police placed, the time of Debbie's 


death at 3 to 4 hours before they arrived 
at the scene. 


According to police, the Edfors were 


known in the community and had lived 
for several years at the Jay Lane home, 
which they described as "a typical Roll- 
ing Meadows bungalow.'

being rushed to Evanston Hospital late 
last night where n neurosurgeon was 
waiting to treat the critically Injured 
girl.

erating room. 


Spokesman for Northwest Community

'subtle racism' charged 
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3 named to new posts

A fictional childhood character created 


In 1899 and known for generations as 
"Little Black Sambo" Is being threat- 
ened with expulsion from the ihelvcs of 
School Dlst. 21 libraries because It repre- 
sents "subtle racism." 


Officials of DUt. 21, which serves the 


communities of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and portions of Arlington Heights and 
Prospect Heights, formed a committee of 
10 members and voted to keep the book 
on the shelves. 


A special committee voted 8 to 12 last 


week lo recommend that the school 
board deny the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 Selwyn Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, to remove "Little Black Sam- 
bo" from local schools. The committee 
was made up of representatives of the 
school board, faculty, parents and Ubrar- 
Inns. 


DIST. 21 Supt. Kenneth-Gill has taken 


the book out of the district's libraries un- 
til the school board makes the final deci- 
sion on the matter at their March 8 
meeting. 


In the past few years, "Little Black 


Sambo" has been banned In Montgomery 
County, Ala, schools and groups have 
formed In other parts of the United 
States, Canada and England In an effort 
to get the book off library shelves, said 
officials. 


In a letter to Paul McKown, principal 


of Booth Tarklngton School In Wheeling. 
Jefferson said he was very disturbed 
when his young daughter brought a copy 
of Helen Bannerman's story home from 
school. 


"The learning that this book, and Its 


advocates, suggest to mo Is a one-sided, 
subtle, stereotyping of one ethnic group 
as opposed to another."

JEFFERSON SAID Sambo and his 


parents In the story, written In 1889, are 
portrayed as "Impersonal, Inhuman, 
Mow and stupid." He categorized the 
book as "subtle, Institutionalized rac- 
ism " 


"This kind of degrading, putting-down 


and Insulting Inference to the black race, 
my children and myself Is demean- 
ins." Jefferson said. 


Olst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI voted to ban 


the book along with McKown. Committee 
member Gus NIzzi, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


be demanding." GUI said, "but If blacks 
think It Is. that's enough for me." 


GUI added the committee's decision 


Mas not an easy one. 


"The committee agonized over this 


question as all society Is agonizing over 
racial Issues." he commented. 


He said that although It Is common for 


various groups to request that books bo 
removed from the schools for one reason 
or another. Jefferson's objection to 
"Little Black Sambo" Is the first time a 
complaint has been registered on racial 
grounds.

Shakeup in Wheeling police 


by LYNN ASINOF 


In a major shakeup of the Wheeling 


Police Department, Capt Peter Guttllla 
has been named chief of police, and 
Chief M. 0. Horcher administrative as- 
sistant to the village manager. Guttllla 
has served as acting police chief since 
last July. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty and administrative assistant, will 
transfer to the police department as a 
patrolman. Strieker's job as director of 
public safety will be discontinued. 


THE DECISION, announced Friday 


and effective March 7, was made be- 
cause Horcher's sick benefits terminate 
March 6. This meant the village either 
had to return Horcher to his duties or 
appoint a new chief of police. Horcher 
went on sick leave last year after suffer- 
ing a stroke. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said Hor- 


cher will not resume his duties as police 
chief on his doctors' recommendations. 


"According to his doctors, he should 


avoid the rigors and stresses of police 
department duties," he said. "His doc- 
tors indicate that he Is, however, able to 
perform other duties which would not 
subject 
him to similar rigors and 


stresses." • 


As administrative assistant, Horcher 


will be working directly under the village 
manager. Passolt said It is difficult to be 
specific about Horcher's duties because 
the present village ordinance setting 
forth the role of administrative assistant 
will have to be revised. 


PASSOLT indicated, however, that 


Horcher will act as village purchasing 
agent, perform various staff assign- 
ments, help with budget preparation and 
assist with the operation of the village 
bus. 


"One of his main assignments wUl be 


as purchasing agent," he said. 


According to Passolt, Strieker re- 


quested to bo transferred to the police 
department as a patrolman. "He just 


Strieker... 
... patrolman 


wants to get Into the law enforcement 
Held," Passolt said. "He reaUy likes it. 
This Is definitely at his request" 


Strieker took the patrolman's test last 


fall, and earned first place on the poUco 
eligibility list. He was sworn In as patrol- 
man in January and was immediately 
granted a furlough so he could continue 
his administrative duties. 


THREE VACANCIES on the police 


force were filled at the time Strieker was 
sworn In, and he became an extra patrol- 
man on furlough It has not yet been de- 
termined what changes Strieker's trans- 
fer will cause In the poUce department. 


Strieker concurred that the transfer 


was at his own request. He said that his 
present duties do not allow him to devote 
enough time to study for the courses he 
Is now taking at Harper College In Pala- 
tine. 


"This job (patrolman) will afford me 


the opportunity to further my education 
and make a living wage at the same 
time," he said. Strieker said he Is now 
taking courses so that he may apply to 
law school and eventually earn his law 
degree. 


According to Strieker, he will join the 


police department as a patrolman "just 
like anyone else " 


PASSOLT said that the position of di- 


rector of public safety will no longer be 
needed once Guttllla is promoted to 


Revenue-sharing funds 
'saver' for townships 


Revenue sharing is a "shot in the 


arm" for township governments In fend- 
ing off charges that the township system 
is unable to cope with local problems ef- 
ficiently, Wheeling Township Supervisor 
Ethel Kolerus said last week. 


Substituting for Cook County commis- 


sioner Floyd Fulle, Mrs. Kolerus told 
members of the Regular Republican or- 
ganization In Palatine that federal reve- 
nue sharing is "a very strengthening fea- 
ture for township government." 


She admonished those governments to 


use the funds wisely, in preparation for 
tho congressional review scheduled five 
years from now. That review will deter- 
mine the future of federal revenue funds 
to local governments. 


During the past summer, Palatine 


t o w n s h i p officials were financially 
unable to solve severe flooding problems 
occurring In the northwestern edge of the 
township. 


NEARLY 150,000 has come to Palatine 


township for its share of the federal 
funds in 1972. More money will arrive 
quarterly during 1973. Although no defi- 
nite use for the windfall has been set by 
the boad of auditors, the funds wUl have 
to be budgeted before April for use in the 
coming year. 


Abolishing township government Is a 


particularly sore point among the Pala- 
tine Republicans. Palatine Township 
recently fended off a move brought by 
the local League of Women Voters to 
hold a referendum on the question of 
eliminating that level of government. A 
Circuit Court decision stalling such a 
vote Is being appealed now, but the first 
hearing hi the Appellate Court isn't 
scheduled until sometime this spring. 


Wheeling Township was not faced with 


a similar abolition movement this fall, 
when Palatine joined with three other 
area townships against LWV drives to 
get a referendum. 


Refuting LWV arguments that town- 


ship highway assessments were unfair 


for villagers, who also pay village road 
taxes, Mrs. Kolerus reasoned, "They 
(villagers) do have to get in and out of 
their towns. And what the villages don't 
generally tell you Is that you re getting 
almost half of that (township road) reve- 
nue back." 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE can bo han- 


dled better by the township, too, Mrs. 
Kolerus said. The township levies about 
one cent per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation to pay for general assistance, a 
short-term emergency fund for needy 
township residents. 


If Cook County took over in the event 


the township government was dissolved, 
the county would have to levy at least 10 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to qual- 
ify for state funding as it currently docs 
for general assistance, Mrs. Kolerus told 
the group. 


"We can do It much more economic- 


ally, and we can do It immediately. Big 
government Is not the cheapest way to 
do anything by any means," Mrs. Ko- 
lerus contended. 


Not only should townships keep their 


current powers, but they should also 
work to gain control of other powers now 
In the hands of the county, specifically 
awarding of liquor licenses and zoning in 
unincorporated areas. 


On granting liquor licenses, Mrs. Ko- 


lerus said, "Certainly we know better 
whether an establishment like that 
should go In down the street where our 
neighbors and children go by everyday," 
than the county officials. 


Zoning 
In unincorporated Palatine 


Township is in the jurisdiction of the 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
and ultimately the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. The county has been 
criticized for easy approval of so-called 
undesirable housing. 


"I would like to see us get zoning con- 


trol so they don't just put up those 1,000- 
apartment structures," the Wheeling su- 
pervisor said.

Oakton College 
registration up 
6th term in row 


Oakton Community College has shown 


a growth In tho number of students regis- 
tered for tho sixth semester In a row, 
John D. Gagln, director of admissions 
and records, told tho college board of 
trustees last week. 


Enrollment for the spring term this 


year Is 3,043 a 4 per cent Increase over 
the fall semester. The most noticeable 
change has been In the Increase In part- 
time students, according to Gagtn. This 
spring, half of all students are full-time 
and half arc part-time. In previous 
years, the percentage of full-time stu- 
dents was larger. 


Gagln sold tho growth is because the 


elimination of (ho draft frees the male 
student from tho requirement of being a 
full-time student, and Job opportunities, 
even for part-time employment, are 
much better than a year or so ago. 


Gagln also said there has been a grad- 


ual Increase at Oakton In the number of 
students who are 26 years of age and 
older. Such students are married and 
can't afford the time and money to at- 
tend college full-time, nro wives or moth- 
ers who return to school, or working men 
or women who con Improve profes- 
sionally through courses they can use In 
their work, he said. 


Gagln said about 81 per cent of the stu- 


dents are enrolled In tho transfer pro- 
grams, a decrease of 1 per cent from the 
fall semester. There are 553 students en- 
rolled in career programs this spring, 
compared to 524 In tho fall term. 


Eighty-four per cent of Oakton's stu- 


dents live within the college district, but 
there are Indications that the number of 
students coming from outside the Oakton 
district will Increase, Gagln said.

Here the patient exercises on a treadmill 
while an electrocardiograph unit records 
the heart's activity. Stress testing simu- 
lates the various activities a patient per- 
forms during his normal life.

A I R P O R T OFFICIALS have said 


O'Hare can boost passenger capacity up 
to 230 per cent by Increasing terminal 
and parking space and by using larger 
airplanes. 


Terminal Improvements are largest 


airport expense! listed In the once a year 
report 


About $140 million is predicted as cost 


of constructing a new international ter- 
minal between 1974 and 1976. The air- 
port's Master Plan calls construction of 
the new terminal on Air Reserve and Air 


National Guard property and use of the 
current International building for domes- 
tic flights. 


John Celmer, assistant city aviation 


planner, said the International proposal 
"is still in a state of flux because of the 
military relocation." 


THE INTERNATIONAL construction 


may hinge on the willingness of inter- 
national airlines to contribute building 
costs. Airline officials have argued the 
cost would hike operating price per pas- 
senger from $6 to $36. 


An additional $280,000 is projected, be- 


tween 1973 and 1976, for "development" 
of domestic terminals, Including possible 
construction of a new terminal, con- 
courses, rotundas, a new baggage sys- 
tem and a "people distribution system." 


Tied to the plans are $7.3 million to 


complete the pedestrian tunnels and $38 
million to finish the new parking garage. 


The report outlines projects proposed 


throughout Chicago by the city and other 
governmental units.

THE AIRPORT PROPOSALS "are 


things the city of Chicago hopes will be 
done In the future," a spokesman In the 
public works department said.

The tentative budget for Elk Grove 


Township's 1973-74 fiscal year has a sug- 
gested figure of $11.000 for the combined 
office of township supervisor and general 
assistance supervisor. 


For the same combined office, 


Schaumburg Township has a suggested 
salary of $6,000 for 1973-74. 


Current salaries for the combined of- 


fice In other townships ore: Wheeling, 
$8.800; Maine, $3,600; and Palatine, 
$4.800. These townships have not had 
their 1973-74 budget meetings. 


THE CURRENT salary for the com- 


bined office In Elk Grove Township Is 
$7.000. The proposed raise for 1973-74, If 
officially adopted, would be a 57 per cent 
Increase over this year's salary.

Committee 
member Gus Nizzi, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


be demanding," GUI said, "but if blacks 
think it Is, that's enough for me." 


GUI added the committee's decision 


was not an easy one.

Penile agreed that Little Black Sambo 
should be left on the shelves of Dlst 21 
libraries, but she added that more books 
portraying modern black experiences 
should be added. 


"Adding more books to the collection

to planning was to analyze the existing 
characteristics of the community to en- 
able plan commissions and village 
boards to make day-to-day decisions. He 
said this Includes attitude studies of the 
p e o p l e , soil characteristics, trans- 
portation, water and sewage systems and 
existing zoning surrounding the commu- 
nity. 


"It Is extremely Important to have an 


up-to-date zoning ordinance, subdivision 
regulations and building code to define 
the village's ideas about planning," be 
said. 


"When we know how the land can be 


used from our analysis, we know how 
many people can ultimately live there," 
Kracower said. 


WHEN ASKED about his viewpoint of 


density, Kracowcr said he could never 
justify suburban units that reached 20 
units per acre, and he was unsure 
whether or not there was a market for 
that type of housing "That density Is In- 
appropriate unless there Is a specific 
need, it (housing) is marketable or it fits 
into a community." 


Kracower told the commissioners that 


traffic, police and fire protection must be 
considered >n evaluating the side effects 
of a development. 


In planning, Kracower said, there must 


be an up-to-date list of goals and objec- 
tives to analyze a proposed development. 
"Planning should be concerned with the 
overall land uses and how they work to- 
gether." 


Kracower said he would review the 


background information on Devon-53 and 
give his analysis at the next meeting, 
and he would prepare a list of the type of

The decision of the three-judge oancl 


was based on a motion by Palatine Town- 
ship attorneys that the league's cn<c Is 
now moot, or Irrelevant, because the 
date on which the referendum would 
hate been held Is past. 


The league last summer sought tho 


abolition of the township because It con- 
siders that level of government outdated 
and unnecessary. 


LWV ATTY. Richard J. Troy said yes- 


terday he will file a petition for a rehear- 
Ing by the Appellate Court. 


If the court turns down the request, he 


said he would appeal the ruling to the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 


The Appellate Court decision upholding 


the township's motion to dismiss the 
league's suit was made by justices Jo- 
seph Burke, Edward Egan and Mayei 
Goldberg. 


It was based on a written motion filed 


by tho township attorney, Roger A. 
Bjorvtk, and a written response by the 
league's Troy. No oral arguments were 
made, and no explanation was Included 
in tho opinion handed down by the judg- 
es. 


Tho case was brought to tho Appellate 


Court after a Cook County Circuit Court 
judge ruled last November that a refer- 
endum on the question of the township 
level of government could not be held 
Nov. 7. 


Tho latest decision was based on the

court decisions.

Prospect Heights, formed a committee of 
10 members and voted to keep the book 
on the shelves. 


A special committee voted 8 to 12 last 


week to recommend that the school 
board deny the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 Selwyn Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, to remove "Little Black Sam- 
bo" from local schools. The committee

Woodfield tax 
loss unlikely 


The new committee studying feasibility 


of a unit school district for the Village of 
Schaumburg Saturday expressed fear 
over the possible loss of Woodfield as 
tax base for such a district.

William Simoninl, 140 W. Wood St., ob- 


served the doomed airliner as it passed 
overhead some three miles from tho air- 
port. By mere chance he was near the 
crash scene. A salesman, he had an ap- 
pointment with a firm near the airport 
that day. 


He was walking toward the plant, he 


said, when ho saw the plane approaching 
the landing strip. "Every time I hear a 
plane I look up," he said yesterday dur- 
ing an Interview. "The plane was very 
low ... much too low ... But I thought 
he was all right... Just low." 
SIMONINI. S3. a B-24 pilot in World 
War II and a military air controller, re- 
calls tho aircraft coming out of the haze. 
"It was real smoky and hard to see the 
plane at first," he said. 


He watched the plane, a United Air 


Lines 737, for 35 or 40 seconds. Ho then 
heard a rumbling noise and saw tho air- 
craft's nose move upward. "It appeared 
the landing flops on the wings wore down 
. . . bur as the nose went up the plane 
seemed to be moving downward."- 


He then lost sight of the jetliner. 
"I didn't think anything about It I 


thought he had made it In," Simoninl 
said. He soon heard sirens "but again I

Forest Preserve District has neiv plans 
Trees may be recycled 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The Cook County ForcsC Preserve Dis- 


trict may soon open Its tree-burning area 
just east of Wheeling, but not to burn 
"trees. 


Chief Forester Samuel Gabriel said the 


district Is preparing to take bids from 
outside companies to open a recycling 
plant at the site. He said by using a saw- 
mill, debarker, chipper and splitter, dis- 
eased wood could be recycled Into usable 
lumber. 


Gabriel explained the disease-carrying 


organisms only live in the bark and outer 
sap wood of diseased trees. He said this 
part of the tree would be stripped off in 
the slabbing process and put through a 
chipper. "Tho basic portions of the logs 
will be processed into salable mate- 
rials," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Gabriel, the recycl- 


ing plant would provide a place to get rid 
of diseased trees without the air pollution 
that resulted from the open burning of 
trees. He said the forest preserve district 


Is now in the process of drawing up spec- 
ifications for the project, which he hopes 
will be ready by April 1. 


The tree-burning site closed last July 


due to air pollution regulations passed by 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency. In order to comply with these 
regulations, the forest preserve district 
had originally intended to continue tree 
burning by using closed-pit air curtain 
destructors. 


The EPA granted the forest preserve 


district permission to continue open 
burning while experimenting with the 
closed-pit burning. Experience with one 
nlr curtain destructor, however, in- 
dicated the closed pit burning would be 
too expensive for general operation. 


Tho site was closed to the public when 


the Illinois EPA's extension expired. The 
air curtain destructor has since been 
used by the forest preserve to burn their 
own trees. 


SINCE THE SITE was closed, villages 


and private arborists have been forced to

take their trees to sanitary landfills for 
disposal. These landfills, however, are 
reaching their capacity, and are reluctant 
to take the trees which take up a lot of 
space because they are non-com- 
pressible. 


Gabriel said he thought the recycling 


operation would be helpful to the nearby 
villages. "It'll take a large burden off 
the various villages," he said. "Sanitary 
landfills aren't particularly happy about 
taking these materials." 


According to Gabriel, such recycling of 


diseased trees has been done before, but 
"not to this extent" He said this ap- 
proach to disposing of diseased trees ' 
was fairly new in this area. 


Gabriel said he expects there will be 


bidders for the project sinee be has al- 
ready received several inquiries about 
establishing this type of operation. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said he thought this new alternative to 
tree-burning will be accepted In the vil- 
lage. "I think It will.be well received 
because it would not result In the air pol- 
lution that the other did." 


According to Passolt, when the open 


burning was still going on, the village 
used to get smoke and ash floating into 
the area when the wind came from the 
cast.

A 9-year-old Rolling Meadows girl was 


found beaten to death and her 8-year-old 
sister near death from multiple fractures 
of the skull when their father arrived 
home yesterday evening from his bank- 
Ing job In Elk Grove Village. 


The children's mother, Elaine Edfors, 


34, was discovered by her husband lying 
in a hallway between the two bedrooms 
where the children were bludgeoned. Po- 
lice said she had slashed neck, wrists 
and upper ami wounds. 


Pronounced dead shortly after police 


were summoned to the scene by the fa- 
ther was Debbie Edfors, 9. Her sister 
Pamela, 8, wtis described 04 In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed lo Evanslon Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of the Edfors family, 


Tlmmy, 0, was playing with neighbor 
children across the street from his homo 
at 3000 S. Jay Lane, Rolling Meadows, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence in his home. 


POLICE SAID late last night they 


were "routinely searching", for a 1968 
Bulck Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the home earlier 
in the day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and a razor blade in a 
hand-holder near where the mother lay.

JEFFERSON SAID Sambo and his 


parents in the story, written in 1B99, are 
portrayed as "Impersonal, inhuman, 
slow and stupid." He categorized the 
book as "subtle, Institutionalized rac- 
ism." 


"This kind of degrading, putting-down 


and insulting inference-to the black race, 
my children and myself Is demean- 
ing," Jefferson said. 


Dlst. 21 Supt Kenneth Gill voted to ban 


the book along with McKown. Committee 
member Gus Nizzi, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


be demanding," Gill said, "but if blacks 
think it Is, that * enough for me."

A 0-ycar-old Rolling Meadows girl was 


found beaten to death and her 8-year-old. 
sister near death from multiple fractures 
of the skull when their father arrived 
homo yesterday evening from his bank- 
Ing job In Elk Grove Village. 


The children's mother, Elaine Edfors, 


34, was discovered by her husband lying 
In a hallway between the two bedrooms 
where the children were bludgeoned. Po- 
llco said she had slashed neck, wrists 
and upper arm wounds. 


Pronounced dead shortly after police 


were summoned to the scene by the fa- 
ther was Debbie Edfors, 9. Her sister 
Pamela, 8. was described as In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed to Evanston Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of the Edfors family, 


Tlmmy, 6, was playing nlth neighbor 
children across the street from his home 
at 3600 S. Jay Lane, Rolling Meadows, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence In his home. 


POLICE SAID late last night they 


were "routinely searching" for a 1968 
Bulck Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the home earlier 
In the day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and a razor blade in a 
hand-holder near where the mother lay. 


Police summoned an assistant Cook 


County state's attorney shortly after they 
were notified of the violence at the Ed- 
fors home and they were awaiting an op- 
portunity to question Mrs. Edfors late 
last night. 


Mrs. Edfors was treated "sometime in 


the recent past" at Lutheran General 
Hospital In Park Ridge for a nervous 
breakdown, according to police. 


Police sold the father, Thomas Edfors, 


arrived home about 6:39 p.m. yesterday 
from his job as a teller at the Suburban 
National Bank In Elk Grove Village. 


He found his wife sprawled in the hall- 


way. His daughter, Debbie, was lying on 
the black-tile floor of the master bed- 
room, and his other daughter, Pamela, 
was lying on the carpeted floor of an ad- 
joining bedroom. 


POLICE SAID there were no signs of 


scuffling except in the bedrooms, but 
that blood was spattered "through other 
parts of the house," leading them to be- 
lieve the mother had wandered through 
the house after sustaining her wounds.

Builders had begun last week. 


Dcrda said the three parcels consisted 


of about eight to 10 acres, much of U 
heavllv-wooded. The largest single por- 
tion of land was near the Intersection of

and

Drive. He added, that the area had sev- 
eral lour rpots which needed to be filled 
before any planting and seeding could be 
stirtnl. 


The board also discussed the status of 


a NO.OOO donation made by Mor-Well for 
the development of park facilities In the 
subdivision. 


THE BOARD also learned the devel- 


oper had entered Into an agreement with 


the homeowners association stating the 
group would have approval over how the 
money would be spent.

But lart week 200 boys and girls in this 


age range, as well as their parents and 
prcichrol teachers, benefited from an- 
other kicd of SLIDES. 


Suburban Low Incidence Development 


of Exemplary Services (SLIDES), an ex- 
tension of the public school system, vis- 
ited Early Learners Nursery School, 
Hoffman Estates, to screen the young- 
sters' vision and hearing. 


Serving « gchool districts In the north- 


northwest region of Cook County and 


along the.lake shore of Lake County, 
SLIDES provides health and educational 
services In addition to those offered by 
the public schools. The free program is 
funded under Title VI-B of the Elementa- 
ry and Secondary Education Act 


PRESCHOOL SCREENING is per- 


formed by certified technicians trained 
by the Illinois Department of Public 
Health; they are assisted by volunteers 
from public schools and community or-' 
ganlra lions. 


SLIDES personnel consider volunteer 


assistance essential In planning and com- 
pleting their screening program. 


Established goals of SLIDES Include 


serving all preschool children through 
free hearing and vision inspection, identi- 
fication of children with possible prob- 
lems and recommendations for appro- 
priate care if problems are noted. 
SLIDES seeks to provide informational 
services to parents and to share screen- 
ing information with public schools for 
health and educational services. They 
also review results of examinations on 
individual children to determine If spe- 
cial instruction may be Indicated. 


The vision screening program Is con- 


cerned with locating youngsters with pos- 
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siblc problems, particularly in the area 
of "lazy eye" blindness. 


THEY CONTEND that "lazy eye" 


(amblyopln ex anopsio) hinders a child's 
developing a central or reading vision in 
one eye. It is a condition thought to ef- 
fect between 3 and 4 per cent of all chil- 
dren in the United States. However, the 
problem is correctable if discovered and 
treated at an early age. 


SLIDES employs a simple test, pre- 


sented to children as a game, which easi- 
ly spots the preschooler using only one 
eye. 


Children experiencing any difficulty 


with the test are asked to return for re- 
screening at a later date. If the difficulty 
persists, parents are requested to take 
the child to an eye doctor for diagnostic 
testing. 


The purpose of hcariijg screening Is to 


Identify mild hearing loss before it leads 
to serious medical, speech or educational 
problems. 


SLIDES technicians say parents are 


frequently unaware of a child's hearing 
loss until it is severe enough to cause 
inconvenience. 


Therefore, they believe, annual screen- 


ing is a must for all preschoolers, even 
though they appear to hear and see nor- 
mally. 


It Is SLIDES' contention that by age 


three most children can be screened. 
Children are prepared for screening by 
practicing games Involved in both tests. 
But because some children do not re- 
spond adequately to their first screening 
they may be asked to return for another 
opportunity. 


At Early Learners, only two children 


in the entire pre-scbool program refused 
to participate in screening, according to 
Marie Dodgion, the nursery school's di- 
rector. • 


Mrs. Dodgion, who acted as a volun- 


teer assistant In the examination, said 
the p-xiedure. is time-consuming with 
young :aildren, but called SLIDES ser- 
vices iiivajUable. 


"In most cases we find the youngsters 


'eager and curious to piny the eye and 
ear games," she explained

criteria at its meeting Friday, but sev- 
eral points were suggested Saturday. 
Among considerations mentioned were 
the number of schools in the existing and 
proposed new district, the population of 
the new district, curriculum coordination 
and study of administrative efficiency. 


The Schaumburg committee also 


agreed any new district would be respon- 
sible for absorbing teachers of existing 
districts working within its boundaries, 
along with any other assets and llabil-, 
ities of the existing districts. 


SATURDAY WAS the second time the 


Schaumburg committee has met, al- 
though its existence was not known be- 
fore then. Committee members'said they 
intend to open all future meetings to the 
public. They will meet every Friday at 
7:30 p.m. in Great Hall, 231 S. Civic Dr., 
Schaumburg. 


In other action Saturday, the com- 


mittee voted to invite representatives of 
Dlst. 211 and 54 and of the Schaumburg 
Education Association to serve as non- 
voting advisors to their group. Members 
also voted to include all of Schaumburg 
Township and possibly part of Palatine 
Township in the study area. 


AH committee members are Schaum- 


burg village residents. 


Forest Preseve 
may recycle trees 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict may soon open its tree-burning area 
just east of Wheeling, but not to burn 
trees. 


Chief Forester Samuel Gabriel said the 


district Is preparing to take bids from 
outside companies to open a recycling 
plant at the site. He said by using a saw- 
mill, debarkcr, chipper and splitter, dis- 
eased wood could be recycled into usable 
lumber. 


Gabriel explained the disease-carrying 


organisms only live in the bark and outer 
sap wood of diseased trees. Ho said this 
part of the tree would be stripped off in 
the slabbing process and put through a 
chipper. "The basic portions of the logs 
will be processed into salable mate- 
rials," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Gabriel, the recycl- 


ing plant would provide a place to get rid 
of diseased trees wilhout.thc air pollution 
that resulted from the open burning of 
trees. He said the forest preserve district 
is now in the process of drawing up spec- 
ifications for the project, which he hopes 
will be ready by April 1. 


The tree-burning site closed last July 


due to air pollution regulations passed by 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency. In order to comply with these 
regulations, the forest preserve district 
had originally intended to continue tree 
burning by using closed-pit air curtain 
destructors. 


The EPA granted the forest preserve 


district permission to continue open 
burning while experimenting with the 
closed-pit burning. Experience with one 
air curtain destructor, however, in- 
dicated the closed pit burning would be 
too expensive for general operation. 


The site was closed to the public when 


the Illinois EPA's extension expired. The 
air curtain destructor has since been 
used by the forest preserve to burn their 
own trees. 


SINCE THE SITE was closed, villages 


and private arborists have been forced to 
take their trees to sanitary landfills for 
disposal. These landfills, however, arc 
reaching their capacity, and ore reluctant 
to take the trees which take up a lot of 
s p a c e because they are non-com- 
pressible.

According to Gabriel, such recycling of 


diseased trees has been done before, but 
"not to this extent." He said this ap- 
proach to disposing of diseased trees 
vis fairly new in this area. 


Gabriel said he expects there will be 


bidders for the project since he has al- 
ready received several inquiries about 
establishing this type of operation. 
. Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said he thought this new alternative to 
tree-burning will be accepted in the vil- 
lage. "I think it will be well received 
because it would not result in the air pol- 
lution that the other did."

Her sister 
Pamela, 8, was described as In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed to Evanston Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of tho Edfors family, 


Tlmmy, 6, was playing with neighbor 
children across the street from his home 
at 3600 S. Jay Lane, Rolling Mcadowi, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence In his home. - 


POLICE SAID late last night they 


were "routinely searching" for a 1968 
Bulck Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the homo earlier 
In the day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and n razor blade In a 
hand-holder near where tho mother lay.

Schools weigh 'expulsion' of Sambo

A fictional childhood character created 


in 1899 and known for generations as

Officials of Dlst. 21, which serves the 


communities of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and portions of Arlington Heights and 
Prospect Heights, formed a committee of 
10 members and voted to keep the book 
on the shelves. 


A special committee voted 8 to 12 last 


week to recommend that the school 
board deny the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 Selwyn Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, to remove "Little Black Sam-' 
bo" from local schools. The committee 
was made up of representatives of the 
school board, faculty, parents and librar- 
ians. 


DIST. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill has taken 


the book out of the district's libraries un- 
til the school board makes the final deci- 
sion on the matter at their March 8 
meeting. 


In the past few years, "Little Black 


Sambo" has been banned in Montgomery 
County, Ala., schools and groups have 
formed In other parts of the United 
States, Canada and England In an effort 
to get the book off library shelves, said 
officials. 


In a letter to Paul McKown, principal 


of Booth Tarklngton School in Wheeling, 
Jefferson said he was very disturbed 
when his young daughter brought a copy 
of Helen Banncrman's story home from 
school. 


"The learning that this book, and Its 


advocates, suggest to me Is a one-sided, 
subtle, stereotyping of one ethnic group 
as opposed to another," Jefferson said In 
his letter. "The thought that this book Is 
housed, recommended, extracted to be 
read by small unsuspecting minds at the 
second grade level is to say the least, 
appalling." 


JEFFERSON SAID Sambo and his 


parents In the story, written In 1899, are 
portrayed 'as "Impersonal, inhuman, 
slow and stupid." He categorized the 
book as "subtle, institutionalized rac- 
ism." 
' 


"This kind of degrading, putting-down 


and Insulting Inference to the black race, 


my children and myself is demean- 
ing," Jefferson said. 


Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill voted to ban 


the book along with McKown. Committee 
member Gus Nlzzl, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


be demanding," GUI said, "but If blacks 
think It Is, that's enough for me." 


GUI added the committee's decision 


was not an easy one. 


"The committee agonized over this 


question as all society Is agonizing over 
racial issues," he* commented. 


He said that although it Is common for 


various groups to request that books be 
removed from the schools for one reason 
or another, Jefferson's 
objection to 


"Little Black Sambo" Is the first time a 
complaint has been registered on racial 
grounds. 
• - 


SCHOOL BOARD Pres. Lillian Stiller 


expressed the feelings of the majority of 
the committee members, saying she con- 
sidered Little Black Sambo an Innocent 
fairy tale. 


"I can see nothing derogatory about 


the story," Mrs. Stiller said. "The char- 
acters sounded like a happy, loving fami- 
ly to me. There just Isn't anything wrong 
with It." 


In a written oplnoln, Dlst. 21 Head Li- 


brarian- Betty 
Ekstrom 
commented, 


"Neither Little Black Sambo nor his par- 
ents are depleted as lazy inhumans. As 
far as the use of Inhuman names goes, 
there are many other imaginary stories 
for young children in which human char- 
acters are given 'impersonal names.' 
Many imaginary stories for young chil- 
dren use highly impossible situations and 
exaggerations for the purpose of stimu- 
lating and delighting their imagina- 
tions." 


Anotlter committee member, Dorothy 


Pcrnlc agreed that Llttlo Black Sambo 
should be left on the shelves of Dlst. 21 
libraries, but she added that more books 
portraying modern black 
experiences 


should be added. 


"Adding more books to the collection 


now, 
to give students realistic fiction 


with many different ethnic characters 
would balance the collection," Mrs. Per- 
nlc said. "Thus we would be decreasing 
the possibility that students would get 
the misconception that aU members of a 
particular group would have these de- 
grading common traits."

If the proposed salaries for Elk Grove 


Township officers are approved, Richard 
Hall may become the highest-paid town- 
ship supervisor and general assistance 
supervisor in the Northwest suburbs. 


The tentative budget for Elk Grove 


Township's 1973-74 fiscal year has a sug- 
gested figure of $11,000 for the combined 
office of township supervisor and general 
assistance supervisor. 


For 
the same 
combined 
office, 


Schaumburg Township has a suggested 
salary of $0,000 for 1973-74. 


Current salaries for the combined of- 


fice In other townships arc: Wheeling, 
$8,800; Maine, $5,600; and Palatine, 
$4,800. These townships have not had 
their 1073-74 budget meetings. 


THE CURRENT salary for the com- 


bined office In Elk Grove Township is 
$7,000. The proposed raise for 1973-74, If 
officially adopted, would be a 57 per cent 
increase over this year's salary. 


Hall said the board decided to raise the 


salary because the members "felt the po- 
sition had been grossly underpaid." 


Although he Is currently a township 


auditor, Hall said he did not take part in 
the discussion of the supervisor's salary 
because he Is running for the office. 


George Busse, town clerk, said the 


raise was suggested because the super- 
visor's job has become, "more complex" 
and the town board, "is going to expect 
more from the township supervisor." 


HALL IS UNOPPOSED for the office 


of supervisor in the April election and is 


virtually certain to be elected. He wUl 
succeed William Rohllng, who is retiring 
at age 83 after serving as supervisor for 
20 years. 


Busse said the township salaries will 


be approved either at the regular meet- 
ing Monday or at the budget meeting 
March 27. The proposed budget will be 
approved and officially adopted after the 
March 27 meeting. 


As an incumbent auditor, Hall will be 


voting on the salary Increases as part of 
the budget. 


OTHER SUGGESTED 1973-74 increas- 


es for township officers ore: town clerk, 
from $3,000 to $5,000; assessor from 
$10,000 to $12,000; highway commissioner 
from $11,000 to $14,000. 


The proposed budget Is now on display 


at the township office, 2400 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


Village officials will step up efforts to 


persuade the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict to build a detention basin slated for 
Mount Prospect as soon as possible. 


MSD officials said last week they 


would begin legal procedures to obtain 
land along Weller Creek for construction 
of a 69-acre basin as part of the Chicago 
Underflow Plan. The proposed site Is lo- 
cated between Northwest Highway, Cen- 
tral Road, Kcnllworth Avenue and Ar- 
thur Avenue. 


"We were glad to hear of their deci-

A I R P O R T OFFICIALS have said 


O'Harc can boost passenger capacity up 
to 230 per cent by increasing terminal 
and parking space and by using larger 
airplanes. 


Terminal Improvements are largest 


airport expenses listed In the once a year 
report. 


About $140 million is predicted as cost 


of constructing a new International ter- 
minal between 1974 and 1976. The air- 
port's Master Plan calls construction of 
the new terminal on Air Reserve and Air 


National Guard property and use of the 
current International building for domes- 
tic flights. 


John Celmer, assistant city aviation 


planner, said the international proposal 
"is still In a state of flux because of the 
military relocation." 


THE INTERNATIONAL construction 


may hinge on the willingness of Inter- 
national airlines to contribute building 
costs. Airline officials have argued the 
cost would hike operating price per pas- 
senger from $6 to $36. 


An additional $280,000 Is projected, be- 


tween 1973 and 1976, for "development" 
of domestic terminals, including possible 
construction of a new terminal, con- 
courses, rotundas, a new baggage sys- 
tem and a "people distribution system." 
. Tied to the plans are $7.3 million to 
complete the pedestrian tunnels and $38 
million to finish the new parking garage. 


The report outlines projects proposed

Rolling Meadows child, 9, slain, second child critical

A 9-year-old Rolling Meadows girl was 


found beaten to death and her 8-year-old 
sister near death from multiple fractures 
of the skull when their father arrived 
home yoitorday evening from his bank- 
Ing job In Elk Grove Village. 


The children's mother, Elaine Edfors, 


34, was discovered by her husband lying 
In a hallway between the two bedrooms 
where (he children were bludgeoned. Po- 
lice said she had slashed neck, wrists 
and upper arm wounds. 


Pronounced dead shortly after police 


were summoned to the scene by the fa- 
ther MOS Debbie Edfors, 9. Her sister 
Pamela, 8. was described as In very crit- 
ical condition at Northwest Community 
Hospital yesterday evening, and was lat- 
er rushed to Evanston'Community Hospi- 
tal. 


A third child of the Edfors family, 


Tlmmy, B, was playing with neighbor 
children across the street from his home 
at 3GOO S. Jay Lane, Rolling Meadows, 


according to police, and escaped the vio- 
lence In his home. 


POLICE SAID late last night they 


were "routinely searching" for a 1068 
Buick Skylark automobile which was be- 
lieved to have been at the home earlier 
In the day but was not there when police 
arrived. 


Police said they found "a regular car- 


penter's hammer" lying near the body of 
9-year-old Debbie and a razor blade in a 
hand-holder near where the mother lay. 


Police summoned an assistant Cook 


County state's attorney shortly after they 
were notified of the violence at the Ed- 
fors home and they were awaiting an op- 
portunity to question Mrs. Edfors late 
last night. 


Mrs. Edfors was treated "sometime In 


the recent post" at Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridgo for a nervous 
breakdown, according to police. 


Police said the father, Thomas Edfors, 


arrived horn1) about 6:39 p.m. yesterday 
from his job &s a teller at the Suburban 
National Bank in Elk Grovo Village. 


He found his wife sprawled In the hall- 


way. His daughter, Debbie, was lying on 
the black-tile floor of the master bed- 
room, and his other daughter, Pamela, 
was lying on the carpeted floor of an ad- 
joining bedroom. 


POLICE SAID there were no signs of 


scuffling except In the bedrooms, but 
that blood was spattered "through other 
parts of the house," leading them to be- 
lieve the mother had wandered through 
the house after sustaining her wounds. 


Repeal of auto sales tax 
ivon't save buyer any money 


The Village of Arlington Heights Is pre- 


paring to repeal Its $10 tax on new car 
sales, but the move Isn't going to save 
the new car buyer In Cook County any 
money. 


Though the \lllagc will repeal the $10 


tax It passed a year ago, an Identical 
first lax adopted by Cook County will re- 
main in force. 


Since It* enactment In January, the 


new cor sales tax has brought in over a 
million dollars — money which will now 
go from a special escrow holding account 
Into the Cook County treasury. 


The cor tax money had been held In 


escrow pending a legal battle between 
the county, the Village of Arlington 
Heights and several other municipalities 
that claimed the new Illinois constitution 
empowered them to preempt the coun- 
ty's tax with one of their own. 


THE VILLAGE carried ltd point to the 


Illinois Supreme Court but has now ex- 
hausted Its appeal* and Is expected to 
repeal Its tax ordinance. 


Although the court rulings did put new 


car buyers In jeopardy of paying a 
double tax — $10 to Cook County and $10 


to the municipality — a dual tax was 
never collected. 


Instead the $10 per new car sale was 


held In a special court-ordered escrow 
account until the legal challenge was set- 
tled. 


It was estimated that the $10 tax would 


have brought an additional $100,000 to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. But that 
money, along with taxes on new vehicles 
sold elsewhere throughout Cook County, 
now will go to the county. 


A county treasury official said yester- 


day that during the first year of the tax 
$543,000 was collected on new car sales, 
$598,000 on new trailer sales, $133,375 on 
new truck sales and $2,766 on new mo- 
torcycle sales. 


BUT EVEN beyond the revenue loss, 


the new car tax decision is a setback to 
municipal home rule powers. 


The cities had argued that wording in 


the new constitution which states "if a 
home rule county ordinance conflicts 
with on ordinance of a municipality, the 
municipal ordinance shall prevail within 
its jurisdiction" effectively nullified the 
county tax ordinance.

The status report Is another procedural 


step In the legal battle between the vil- 
lage and MIIDC. which charges that the 
village's decision not to reione property 
next to St. Viator High School for a mod- 
erale-lncome housing development was 
bused on racial discrimination. 


Two earlier moves by the village to 


have the suit dismissed have been denied 
In the U.S. court. The case has been 
pending since June, 1972.

County, Ala., schools and groups have 
formed in other parts of the United 
States, Canada and England In an effort 
to get the book off library shelves, said 
officials. 


In a letter to Paul McKown, principal 


of Booth Tarklngton School In Wheeling, 
Jefferson said he was very disturbed 
when his young daughter brought a copy 
of Helen Banncrman's story home from 
school. 


"The learning that this book, and Its 


advocates, suggest to me Is a one-sided, 
subtle, stereotyping of one ethnic group 


as opposed to another," Jefferson said in 
his letter. "The thought that this book Is 
housed, recommended, extracted to be 
read by small unsuspecting minds at the 
second grade level is to say the Icist, 
appalling." 


JEFFERSON SAID Sambo and his 


parents in the story, written in 1899, are 
portrayed as "Impersonal, 
inhuman, 


slow and stupid." He categorized the 
book as "subtle, Institutionalized rac- 
ism." 


"This kind of degrading, putting-down 


and insulting inference to the black race, 
my children and myself Is demean- 
ing." Jefferson said. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill voted to ban 


the book along with McKown. Committee 
member Gus Nlzzi, principal of Eugene 
Field School abstained. 


"I don't think the story was meant to 


Forest Preseve 
may recycle trees

The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict may soon open Its tree-burning area 
just cast of Wheeling, but not to burn 
trees. 


Chief Forester Samuel Gabriel said the 


district Is preparing to take bids from 
outside companies to open a recycling 
plant at the site. Ho said by using a saw- 
mill, dcbarkcr, chipper and splitter, dis- 
eased wood could be recycled into usable 
lumber. 


Gabriel explained the disease-carrying 


organisms only live in tho bark and outer 
sap wood of diseased trees. Ho said this 
part of the tree would be stripped off in 
the slabbing process and put through a 
chipper. "Tho basic portions of the logs 
will bo processed Into salable mate- 
rials," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Gabriel, the recycl- 


ing plant would provide a place to get rid 
of diseased trees without the air pollution 
that resulted from the open burning of 
trees. He said the forest preserve district 
Is now In the process of drawing up spec- 
ifications for the project, which he hopes 
will be ready by April 1. 


The tree-burning site closed last July 


due to air pollution regulations passed by 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency. In order to comply with these 
regulations, the forest preserve district 
had originally Intended to continue tree 
burning by using closed-pit air curtain 
destructors. 


Tho EPA granted the forest preserve 


district permission to continue open 
burning while experimenting with the 
closed-pit burning. Experience with one 
air curtain destructor, however, In- 


dicated the closed pit burning would be 
too expensive for general operation. 


. 
The site was closed to the public when 


the Illinois EPA's extension expired. Tho 
air curtain destructor has since been 
used by the forest preserve to burn their 
'owntrees. . 


SINCE THE SITE was closed, villages 


and private arborlsts have been forced to 
toko their trees to sanitary landfills for 
disposal. These landfills, however, are 
reaching their capacity, and are reluctant 
to take tho trees which take up a lot of 
s p a c e because they arc non-com- 
pressible. 


Gabriel said ho thought the recycling 


operation would be helpful to tho nearby 
villages. "It'll take a large burden off 
tho various villages," he said. "Sanitary 
landfills aren't particularly happy about 
taking these materials." 


According to Gabriel, such recycling of 


diseased uecs has been done before, but 
"not to this extent." He said this ap- 
proach to disposing of diseased trees 
was fairly new in this area. 


Gabriel said lie expects there will bo 


bidders for the project since ho has al- 
ready received several inquiries about 
establishing this type of operation. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said he thought this new alternative to 
tree-burning will be accepted In the vil- 
lage. "I think it will be well received 
because it would not result In the air pol- 
lution that the other did." 


According to Passolt, when tho open 


burning was still going on, the village 
used to get smoke and ash floating into 
the area when the wind came from the 
cast. 


be demanding," GUI said, "but if blacks 
think it is, that's enough for me."

There just isn't anything wrong 
with It." 


In a written' opinoin, Dlst. 21 Head Li- 


brarian 
Betty 
Ekstrom 
commented, 


"Neither Little Black Sambo nor his par- 
ents are depleted as lazy inhumans. As 
far as the use of Inhuman names goes, 
there are many other Imaginary stories 
for young children in which human char- 
acters arc given 'impersonal names.1 


Many imaginary stories for young chil- 
dren use highly Impossible situations and 
exaggerations for the purpose of stimu- 
lating and delighting their Imagina- 
tions." 


Another committee member, Dorothy 


Pernlc agreed that Little Black Sambo 
should be left on the shelves of Dlst. 21 
libraries, but she added that more books 
portraying modern black experiences 
should be ndded. 
• "Adding'more books to the collection 
now, to give students realistic fiction 
with many different ethnic characters 
would balance the collection," Mrs. Per- 
nlc said. "Thus we would be decreasing 
the possibility that students would get 
the misconception that all members of a 
particular group would have these de- 
grading common traits." 


Knolls residents resist water 


As time goes by, more and more Ar- 


lington Knolls subdivision residents on 
Vail, Highland and Evergreen avenues 
are changing their minds about having 
their property connected to'the village 
water main. 


Three Arlington Knolls residents ap- 


peared last week before tho Board of Lo- 
cal Improvements (BOLD to read the re- 
sults of a survey that was conducted 
among the residents of these threti 
streets. The main question on the survey 
asked residents whether they wanted to 
be connected with the village main or to 
continue relying on the wells which were 
dug on Individual properties. 


Jim Rudlns, 1530 N. Vail, Arlington 


Knolls, read the results of the survey 
that h« and another resident conducted. 
Tho results were approximately 50-50, 
which Indicated an Increase among those 
wanting village water. 


B e f o r e Arlington Knolls was In- 


corporated, the land was developed with 
well and septic systems. Since then the 
area has been connected with a sewer 
system, with some of the' properties con- 
nected to the village main. The remain- 
big residents now must decide whether 
or not they want village water. 


"IT'S REALLY A case of when they 


would have main water, not whether 
they'll have it or not," said Ken Colbcrg,

"The main thing against this program 


Is money," sold Rudins. "I think people 
hesitated about this before because 
Christmas season was approaching and 
they didn't want to think about spending 
money. Now people arc thinking it over." 


In order to avoid special assessment 


100 per cent of the property owners on a 
given block must consent before a pri- 
vate contract can bo drawn. In a private 
contract, residents can save up to IS per 
cent of the costs. However, if residents 
d i s a g r e e , the Village of Arlington 
Heights may call for a special assess- 
ment. 


Some of the wells on various properties 


were given chemical and bacterial tests. 
None were found to bo contaminated, but 
BOLI expressed advantages of having 
the area connected to the water main 
since each lot had homes. "We have to 
think of the community as a whole," said 
David Patterson, president "Keep in 
mind that the longer one waits, the cost 
keeps going up." 


Patterson ordered to have strip maps 


of the area prepared so that cost esti- 
mates can bo made on the project. An 
Informal hearing of no legal bearing will 
be planned for discussion, and to answer 
any questions residents may have on the 
project.
